STATE STREET AS A BOULEVARD. 


The division of Cook County into the Coun- 
ty of Chicago, which shall include the city 
entire, and the County of Cook, which shall 
comprise all that part of the present county 
lying outside the city limits, is the object of 
an @&mendment to the State constitution 
drafted by the Civic federation’s Commit- 
tee on Legislation and adopted yesterday. 

In addition to this amendment the com- 
mittee agreed on a bill providing for the con- 
solidation of the park systems of Chicago 
under one board, which shall consist of seven 

“members appéinted by the Mayor to serve 
seven years. Still another measure of far- 

. reaching effect was drafted by the commit- 
tee. This abolishes the township organiza- 
tions in the City of Chicago and vests their 
functions in the City Council, the City Clerk 
to act as clerk of each of such townships and 
the County Treasurer to be the Collector and 
Supervisor, both acting ex-officio. 

The bills will be introduced in the Legisla- 
ture by members agreed upon by the commit- 
tee some time this week. 


Parks Commission Drafts Bills. 

In addition to these measures four bills 
were drafted by the Special Parks commis- 
sion of the City Council. These will be in- 
troduced in the Legislature if it becomes 
apparent the consolidation bill drawn by 
the Civie federation will fail of passage. 
Three of the meusures drafted by the Parks 
commission authorize the issue of bonds 
by the Lincoln Park, West Park, and South 
Park boards. The limitation for the bonds 
by the Lincoln Park board is $500,000, while 
the West and South Park boards may issue 
$1,000,000 of bonds each, all to pay 5 per 
cent interest and to bé taken up at the ex- 
Piration of twenty years. The fourth bill 
provides for tine acquisition and improve- 

.Ment of park .property, and defines the

The four bills and a report were adopted 
yesterday by the commission, subject to 
minor,changes by a committee.

The constitutional amendment drawn under 

sthe personal suggestion of Judge Murray 
F. Tuley and adopted by the committee pro- 
vides: 
“The General Assembly may provide for 
the consolidation of city and county functions 
‘within the present limits of the City of Chi- 
ago, but no act for such purpose shall take 
effect until ratified by a majority of the legal 
voters of the city voting thereon, and also 
by a like majority of the legal voters of that 
Portion of the county outside of the city. | 

“ In case of consolidation of city and county 
functions within the limits of the city the 
debt of Cook County shall be paid by the 
city and the territory remaining outside of 
the city limits shall be exempt from all lia- 
bility therefor. And all buildings and prop- 
nl of the former county shall belong to the 

“The.General Assembly may provide for 
subordinate local government by districts 
Within the present or future limits of the 
tity; also for local control of schools, police, 

Protection, libraries, public lighting, im- 

BMvement of streets, sidewalks, parks, 

Wers, and water works in any territory 

hereafter added to the city. 

“The authorities of the city shall have 
89 power to license the sale of intoxicating 
“4Uors in any district wherein such sales 
&fe prohibited at the time of the adoption 
this amendment. 

“Upon the adoption.of the act as to the 
territory outside of the city limits the Gen- 
*fal Assembly shall provide for the estab- 
lishment of county government, as in case 
of new counties, but not more than two 
Sounties shall be formed from such terri- 

“The functions heretofore exercised by 
township officers in the city shall be per- 
formed by the City Council. The General 
Atsembly may provide for abolishing the 
fice of justices of the peace within the 
County of Cook or County of Chicago, when 
‘stablished, and for the substitution of local 
r district courts instead.” 


Value of Township Lines.

Chicago Detective Evades French Po- 
Mce and Finds High Fences and 
Padlocks No Obstacle—Says He Has 
Proof That Poet's Wife Aided in 
Writing Disputed Play After Gross’ 
Product Was Published—Bernhardt 
and Coquelin May Face Trouble, 


Trouble is brewing in Chicago for Sarah 
Bernhardt and M.. Coquelin and their pro- 
duction of “Cyrano de Bergerac’’ next week. 
Manager W. J. Sutheriand of the Mooney & 
Boland detective agency, who was sent to 
France by S."E. Gross to ferret out the con- 
nection between Edmond Rostand, * Cyra- 
and The Merchant Prince of Corn- 
ville,"’ came home yeSterday armed with tes- 
timony and depositions which, it is claimed, 
will show Rostand’s claims to the sole 
authorship of ‘‘Cyrano’’ to be false. In 
view of what Manager Sutherland unearthed, 
Mr. Gross probably will call upon Bernhardt 
and Coquelin to acknowledge his share in 
the honors of the piece or else stand a chance 
of injunction proceedings. 


Overcomes the Obstacles. 

The story of the Chicago detective's ef- 
forts to prove that Mr. Gross’ play was used 
in writing ‘‘ Cyrano”’ reads like the doings 
of Vidocq. In this case, however, Vidocq 
did not know a word of French. It was a 
case of Chicago hustle against French police, 
bodyguards, dogs. iron fences, and inter- 
preters, and Chicago won. Mr. Sutherland 
came back with a belief that ‘‘ Cyrano de 
Bergerac was written by three persons— 
Edmond Rostand, his wife, Rosamond, and 
Samuel Eberly Gross. He also brought back 
the documents, Mr. Sutherland says, to prove 
it in court. 

Manager Sutherland went to France last 
September. He found Rostand living just 
outside Paris in a big chateau in the middle 
of thirty acres of grounds, with an iron fence 
twelve feet high surrounding the place and 
the gates padlocked on the inside. There 
was practically no intercourse with the out- 
side world on the part of Rostand or his 


servants. 


Throws Off Suspicion. 

Mr. Sutherland went to work. There was 
no way to send his card in to M. Rostand, 
because the latter's front gate was located 
a half mile from his house, and the gate was 
locked. This did not daunt him, however. 


_He wore a silk hat and a Prince Albert coat 


and iMperial whiskers every day, and nobody 
suspected that he was an American detec- 
tive. There was an English manufacturer 
named Sutherland stopping, at the same ho- 
tel, and people got the idea that the detec- 
tive and the manufacturer were the same 
person. 

Mr. Sutherland found that Mme. Rostand 
and the little Rostands spoke English and 
that there was an English governess and an 
English man servant in the household. The 
French officials and Rostand’s neighbors 
didnot encourage his ambition to get ac- 


quainted. They told Manager Sutherland 


that Rostand was too great ‘a man to be 
bothered, especially by a stranger who did 
not understand French.

Kaiser’s Claim to the Throne. 

The announcement that the Kaiser is ex- 
pected at Cowes today has given rise to an. 
extraordinary rumor. It has been frequent- 
ly imputed to the Kaiser that he, as the 
eldest son of the Queen's eldest child, re- 
gards himself as the rightful successor to the 
British throne, and it is apparently surmised 
in some quarters that his journey to Osborne 
has some relation to that imaginary claim. 

Late in the night orders were sent to the

Effect on Prince of Wales. 

Public attention turns sympathetically to 
the Prince of Wales at this supreme moment 
of his life. Not until yesterday did he know 
that the vast responsibilities of the throne 
were soon to descend upon him. An urgent 
summons, which was received this forenoon, 
was his first startling intimation that the 
time was close at hand. 

It has sometimes been callously speculated 
as to whether the Prince of Wales was not 
really impatient at the long delay which 
kept him from regal powers beyond the 
ordinary operation of nature’s laws. No 
one who saw the sad face of the gray-bearded 


Victoria station for a quarter of an hour 
this afternoon would believe him capable 
of such a cynica( ambition. His carriage, 
containing himself and two equerries, and 
bearing one small trunk, had dashed up to 
the station, where a special train was in 
waiting, but the Princess Loulse, who was 
going on the same train, had been delayed. | 

The Prince spent the interval while he 
,was waiting for his sister quite alone, pac- 
ing back and forth with bowed head. His 
manner plainly betokened that he was grief- 
stricken and heavy-hearted. 

When the Princess Louise's carriage gal- 
loped into the station she stepped quickly 
to the platform. The Prince did not stop 
to greet his sister, but handed her silently 
into the car, and the train started instantly. 

It was only a few weeks ago that persons 
acquainted with the Prince’s physical con- 
dition and whojwere anxious on this point 
were expressing the opinion that the Queen’s 
prospects of life were better than her son’s. 

All the World Watching. 

Telegrams from all over the country, from 
America, and from the continent show that 
not only her subjects but the citizens of the 
whole civilized world are watching in spirit 
by the venerable Queen's sickbed. On Sat- 
urday prayers for her recovery were offered 
in Jewish synagogues, and today, it is hte 
to say, every place of worship in the kingdom 
will offer a similar petition. 

It was pathetic yesterday to observe the 
reluctancy, even amounting to obstinacy, 
with which the English people received the 
serious news. They clutched at such straws 
as “ but consulting physicians have not been 
announced as summoned; only the regular 
medical attendants are at Osborne.”’ 

This is quite true. Perhaps it is due to the 
recognition of the fact that the Queen is 


beyond the skill of man. 


Final Collapse Is Sudden. 
Though, as already .cabled, her Majesty 
has been for some time broken in health, the 
final collapse was sudden. She drove as usua! 
in her donkey carriage on Wednesday morn- 
ing. The royal officials who have been fa- 
miliar with her appearance for years declare 
that she was then looking. fairly well, but 
when the landau came around in the after-

On the strength of this and an indefinite

But it is easy to see that this fs only a pa- 
thetic attempt at self-deception. No one 
now, has any feal hope. The last spark of 
that was extinguished when word came that 
after conferring with the British Embassy at 
Berlin Emperor William hurried toward Eng- 
land with the Duke of Connaught, putting 
an end to the rejoicings in his own kingdom. 

It was recognized at once that the embassy 
had been obliged to inform the Emperor that 
his revered grandmother lay at the point of 
death. For nothing less than this would the 
Emperor have hastened from home, espe- 
cially at such a time of national rejoicing. 

Singing “ God Save the Queen.” 

Englishmen are accustomed to meet great 
afflictions silently. England tonight is silent 
save for places where three people are for 
one cause or another gathered together, and 
there God Save the Queen ”’ is being sung 
brokenly and fervently, and perhaps for the 
last time. It is so sung in almost every club 
in London tonight, and also in places of en- 
tertainment, which are half deserted. 

The dread conviction has entered the 
hearts of the people that the Queen Is dying, 
and it is as if there were a deathbed in every 
home in this fair land. ¢ 


HER REIGN PRACTICALLY OVER. 


Even if the Queen Survives It Is Feared 
She Will Not Regain Vigor- _ 
ous Mind.

_A local rumor, purveyed by Osborne House 
-employés, declares that the Queen cannot 
live until Monday, but this receives no offi- 
cial confirmation, though it is admitted that 
it is scarcely even likely that the Queen, if 
she recovers at all, will regain the use of 
those vigorous faculties which have distin- 
guished her among the women of all time. 

Gathered at her bedside are the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, Princess Louise, and 
other members of the royal family, while Mr. 
Ritchie, the Secretary of State for Home 
Affairs, officially represents the Cabinet. 
Lord Salisbury is in constant telephone com- 
munication with Osborne House, and it is ru- 
mored that he had arrived at Osborne House, 
but this does not appear to be true. 

The arrival of Emperor William and other 
members of the royal family is anxiously 
awaited. 

For three days the Queen has been kept 
strictly to herself. The last time she drove 
out in Cowes the rain beat down heavily upon 
her. 

Even the relatives who have grown to look 
upon her Majesty as an ordinary body have 
noticed that she looked more delicate and 
shrunken than ever—a mere shadow of her 
former self—yet, with feminine persistence, 
the Queen forbade those around her to say 
that she was ill. The Queen enforced the 
Victorian tradition and etiquette decree that 
she is never ill; and so, with dogged determi- 
nation, she fought off the ravages that worry 
over the Boer war, the deaths in her own 
family, and her increasing years have 
brought upon her. 


Helpless, Almost Speechless. 

Her Majesty lies helpless and almost 
speechless in her bed in Osborne House sur- 
rounded by every comfort. 

Fruits, flowers, ice, and all the accessories 
of modern medicine are at hand. Osborne 
House is buried amidst a gioomy park of 
firs. It is brightly lit outside. The wina 
comes up trom the channel and surges 
through the trees like a death dirge. A mile 
away stands the lodge. Beyond its portals 
none but the household can pass. On them, 
| without the sovereign’s knowledge, are post- 
ed bulletins announcing her condition. 

Never So Ill Before. 

Beyond the bu! etins, nothing official! is ob- 
tainable; but not a soul connected in any way 
with Osborne House seems to believe that 
her Majesty can survive this attack.

Official Bulletins Optimistic. 

The official bulletins may safely be de- 
scribed as optimistic.

All information obtained .to the effect that 
it is paralysis from which the Queen is suf- 
fering is based upon the highest possible au- 
thority. By Monday is likely that the truth 
will be announced to the nation. 

The extreme weakness of her Majesty and 
the loss of her faculties appear to be at pres- 
ent the chief cause for anxiety. Stimulants 
are bejng freely administeted. 

In the opinion of those. best qualified to 
judge the Queen's present serious condition 
was precipitated by intense worry over the 
losses and hardships suffered by the British 
troops in south Africa. Frequently she haz 
remarked to the court attaches that an- 
other war would kill her. 


Seriously Ill Last Autumn. 

In this connection it is learned for the first 
time that she was most seriously ill while last 
at Balmoral, in the autumn. No word of 
this became public, but it appears that she 
was then almost dying, though that rigorous 
etiquet which she imposed alike upon her 
family and attendants prevented her condi- 
tion being even spoken of as dangerous. 

The present stroke is a sequel to that which 
occurred at Balmoral. If she survives it she 
will not only be the longest-lived monarch 
in England's history, but also the possessor 
of the must marvelous constitution with 
which a woman was ever endowed. 


GLOOMY DAY LONDON. 


Newspapers Fear to Express in Words 
the Danger to the Life of th 
Queen.

LONDON, Jan. 20, 3 a. m.—Probably no- 
where else in the world has Queen Victoria’s 
prostration been so conservatively treated as 
here, where it is of the most vital importance. 

The papers, like her subjects, hesitate to 
speak plainly of the fears oppressing them 
regarding the Queen. The headlines of most 
of the afternoon papers yesterday were con- 
fined to non-committal words in big type, like 
** Her Majesty’s condition.” 

But the news venders were doing a tre- 
mendous business with every edition. 


Papers Issue Late Editions 

Some of the newspapers issued editions as 
late as 11 o'clock last night, and these were 
eagerly bought. They contained, howeve;, 
nothing to satisfy the pained interest with 
which they were perused. 

Besides giving columns filled with the 
latest scraps of information concerning her 
Majesty’s condition, the movements of mem- 
bers of the royal family and persons con- 
nected with the court, all this morning's 
newspapers reflect the fears of the nation of 
e fatal termination of the illness which has 
s0 unexpectedly stricken down the aged 
monarch. They dwell at length upon the 
deep love and reverence which the people 
cherish for the sovereign who so long has 
guided the ship of state. 

The Sunday Times says: 

* The news from Osborne House in the last 
few hours has sent a thrill of anxiety not only 
throughout these realms, but wherever the 
clectric wire has flashed the intelligence. 
There will be keen suspense and anxiety 
among her subjects until it is known that she 
is out of danger. 

** Queen Victoria is not only revered by her 
own people but, without exception, is the 
most universally beloved living monarch 
Even the country’s present enemy, Kruger, 
the consequences of whose fatal ultimatum 
caused no small part of her Majesty’s suffer- 
ings, has frequently spoken admiringly of 
her. 

‘Whatever may be thought on the conti- 
nent about our countrymen, the Queen is an 
object of veneration ahd respect, and it 
would excite universal sorrow were her 
Majesty now to pass away.” 

Never More Beloved. 

The Sunday Sun says: “ There never was 
a time when the Queen was more beloved. 
Never has she been so near her people in 
the course of her long reign as during the 
course of the war which has knit the empire 
together. It is impossible for any one to 
seriously consider England and the English 
without the atigust presence of one who has 
endeared herself to her people in a peculiar 
manner and to a degree unattainable by 
the sovereign of any other land.” 


The Sunday Swvecial says: ‘“ Under the 


circumstances the nation may mourn for the 
sovereign they have lost; but, surely, the 
sovereign is as happy in her death as in life, 
nor has there ever been a ruler more worthy 
of the epitaph Sir Henry Lawrence wished 
to be his, the noblest a man or woman can 
desire: ‘She tried to do her duty.’ ” 

Lloyd’s Weekly London Newspaper says: 
“ History will proclaim, in the words of the 
poet, ‘She wrought her people lasting good.’ 
There can be no gainsaying the fact that 
the people in return love the Queen as no 
sovereign was ever loved before.”’ 

The Observer says: ‘‘ The temporary depri- 
vation of her Majesty’s guidance and coun- 
sel inf?the present circumstances must be a 
serious blow to the government.

Custom also requires the presence of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. at the sovereign’s 
death bed, but it has not been announced 
as yet that the Most Rev. Frederick Tem- 
ple has been called to Osborne. 


BERLIN FESTIVAL GIVEN UP.

been raised in any public way, but the Cabi- 
net, without doubt, has considered the expe- 
diéncy and possible necessity for a regency. 

During the repeated illness of George III. 
precipitate and haphazard measures were 
adopted for the discharge of regal functions 
and political partisans and servile courtiers 
found their opportunity in these crises for ad- 
vocating extreme views of the relations of 
the crown and Parliament, and while prece- 


’ dents are never lightly regarded in England, 


those established at that period are not 
adapted for the emergency of the Queen's 
failing health. There was deliberate legis- 
lation respecting the regency after the ac- 
cession of William IV., but in every in- 
stance it was designed to fit a specific emer- 
gency. Arrangements were successively 
made first for the death of the King in the 
minority of Princess Victoria; secondly for 
the death of the Queen while her successor, 
the King of Hanover, was out of the realm; 
and, thirdly, for the death of the Queen 
before any child of hers had reached the age 
of 18. 

In the first instance the Duchess of Kent 
would have been regent, in the second case 
the precedent of Queen Anne’s reign would 
have been followed and the administration of 
the government committedito the Lords Jus- 
tices until the King's arrival, and in the 
third contingency the Prince Consort would 
have been regent without any limitation 
upon the ordinary royal prerogative. 

These specific laws do not apply to the 
emergency which may be caused by partial 
disability of the Queen owing to the failure 
of her health and the increasing burdens of 


age. 


THRONE IS NEVER VACANT. 


Prince of Wales Becomes King of Eng- 
land at the Instant of the 
Queen’s Death. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 
LONDON, Jan. 19.—The theory of the Eng- 
lish constitution is that the throne of Great 
Britain ts never vacant. In other words, 
the sovereign never dies, the succession of 
an heir being instantaneous. Hence, as 
Debrett explains it, the ceremony of coro- 
nation is merely a solemn recognition and 
confirmation of royal descent and the con- 
sequent right of accession to the throne, 
and is unnecessary for the security of the 
title to the crown. 

It is customary on the death of the sov- 
ereign for the Archbishop of Canterbury 
and the Prime Minister to notify the heir 
apparent of his accession, though even this 
is technically superfluous. 

The notification to the people is made by 
proclamation through the Lord Mayors and 
the Lord Lieutenants of counties, etc. 


When She Ascended Throne. 
The proclamation issued when Queen Vic- 
toria succeeded to the throne read as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘ Whereas, It has pleased Almighty God 
to call to his mercy our late Sovereign and 
Lord, King William IV., of blessed and 
glorious memory, by whose decease the im- 
perial crown of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland {ts solely rightfully come 
to the high and mighty Princess Alexandrina 
Victoria, it is therefore here published and 
proclaimed that the high and mighty’ Prin- 
cess Alexandrina Victoria is now, by the 
death of the late sovereign of happy memory, 
become our only lawful and right lege 
lady Victoria, by the grace of God Queen 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, defender of the faith, to whom let 
all, therefore, acknowledge faith and con- 
stant obedience, with all hearty and humble 
affection, beseeching God, by whom Kings 
and Queens do reign, to bless the royal Prin- 
cess Victoria with long and happy years to 
réign over us. God save the Queen.” 


Ministry Must Resign. 
The death of the sovereign also brings the 


' existing government to anend. The Premier 


resigns and Parliament !s immediately dis- 
solved. A general election is ordered and the 
sovereign requests the Ministers to retain 
their portfolios pending the result of the 
election. The coronation is usually deferred 
for some months. Queen Victoria was 
crowned a year and some days after her 
accession. 

The succession of the new Prince of Wales 
to that title is quite different. When the 
present Prince of Wales becomes King the 
title merges in that of sovereign. The King 
then confers it by letters patent upon his son, 
if he sees fit. The sovereign’s eldest son be- 
comes the Duke of Cornwall, automatically 
at it were, and is entitled to the revenues of 
that duchy, which now amount to £50,000 per 
annum, for the benefit of the present Prince 
of Wales. 


PERSONAL VIEW OF THE QUEEN. 


Alfred Harmsworth, Editor of the Lon- 
don Daily Mail, Writes His Im- 
pressions of Victoria. 


[By Alfred Harmsworth, Editor London Daily 


St. Augustine, Fla., Jan. 19.—[{Special. ]— 
That the momentous intelligence telegraphed 
here about the Queen comes as a shock to 
me aS an Englishman will be realized by 
every American who has received stirring 
national news when sojourning in a far land. 

At such a time one would wish to be in 
one’s own country, amidst one’s own people, 
but fortunately I am among a nation of 
sympathetic and kindly Kinsmen, and the 
grief that was expressed in England on the 
passing of Lincoln, Grant, and Garfield is 
reciprocated here on every hand by the holi- 
day-makers of sunny St. Augustine. 


It is difficult to realize today that when the 
Queen came to the throne royalty was by 
no means a popular institution in England— 
the memory of George IV. had not passed 
from the public mind. It was so long since 
our country had had a woman as the nominal 


head of affairs that the change naturally 
aroused much public interest, and for a time 
it looked as though the affection for a mon- 
archy was about to be revived. 


Lives Down Unpopularity. 

Then came the Queen’s marriage to Princes 
Albert, which was by no means popular. 
One has but to refer to the newspapers of 
that day to see that the whole of the revision 
of our form of government appeared to be 
imminent, yet within ten years the Queen 
lived down all that, and after the stormy 
episode of the Carlist movement of 1848 she 
entered upon such a fifty years of esteem 
and even affection as had never hitherto 
been accorded to a single individual by g¢- 
whole nation. 

I need scarcely tell any intelligent Argeri- 
can that the position of a King or Queen 
in England is a difficult one. Of power, in 
the ordinary sense of the word, there is none, 
The President of the United States has dur- 
ing his four years of office as much patronage 
and power as is given to a modern British 
monarch in the longest of reignis. 

Nevertheless such privileges as are given 


to our King or Queen have been maintained . 


without friction by the Queen intact, ata 
period of our history when such legislation 
as the taxes on the fortunes of millionaires, 
the income tax, working compensation acts, 
and the forthcoming pensions for ail individ- 
vals over 65 years of age, prove us to be, 
though a monarchy, the most socialistic 
country of the worid. 


Retained Every Privilege. 


Amidst all of this strife and struggle, 
change and progress, the Queen has retained 
every privilege she inherited, and will hand 
to her successor the office in exactly the 
same state as she received it in 1837. 

Hers has been a personal victory. Strength 


of will, coupled with much tact, greatindus- | 


try, and a remarkable memory, have been 
among the secrets of her success. Above all 
things has been a remarkable conscien-. 
ciousness. 

I can give no better instance of this latter 
quality than the fact that when at the age of 
60 years she was proclaimed Empress of In- 
dia she engaged the services of a Hindu- 
stanee tutor and taught herself the most 
difficult of languages. To the rest of us 
French or German at that age would have . 
been difficult, and to become a good write? 
and speaker of Hindustanee is a record in 
itself. 

Affection for Household. 

Then the intense affection for the Queen of 
the ordinary English household can be re- 
alized by an American who remembers the 
interest displayed in your country in the 
doings at the White House during the Cleve- 
land and Harrison administrations, when 
there were children there. 

You have read of the Queen’s journeys, her 
visits to the poor, her thought, and her prac- 
tical common sensé in state craft, in house- 
hold matters, and you will comprehend the 
nature of the blow that is falling upon every — 
Englishman today. ; 


Above All, a Mother. 

The Queen was, above all things, a mother, 
a housewife. She mursed her children her- 
self and was devoted to them, while the 
houses of the nobility and plutocracy have 


been overrun by hired and professional . 


nurses. 

The Queen was as much the mother of 
her children as any laborer’s wife and, 
despite the. four hours of official work she 
had every day of her life, she knew all that 
was going on about her household and was » 
neatness and carefulness itself. 

I had the honor to issue some years ag?

READY FOR COUNCIL FIGHT. 


The Hotelmen’s Association of Chicago, 
@mbracing the proprietors and managers of 
practically all the leading hotels of the city. 
yesterday decided to fight Frank Hall to a 
finish in his endeavor to close the hotel bars 
on Sunday. This meeting was held at the 
Wellington Hotel, and as a result the bar- 
rooms of all the leading hotels, with the 
single exception.of the Palmer House, will be 
open for business today. The only departure 
from former methods will be the closing 
of all entrances leading to streets and aileys, 
which closing the members of the association 
G@eclare will comply with the law. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

‘Resolved, That our contention is that our bar- 
‘yooms are closed, within the meaning of the law, 
when every entrance from a street or alley has 
been closed, and that entrance from our hotels to 
them is not prohibited, nor is the sale of liquor 
prohibited on Sunday. 

There were present representatives of the 
Auditorium Hotel and Annex, Great North- 
ern, Wellington, Grand Pacific, Leland, Sher- 
man, Briggs, Victoria, McCoy’s, Lexington, 
Metropole ,Normandy, Morrison, and Sara- 
toga Hotels. The Palmer House is not a 
member of the associatiog, but it was stated 
that the bar of this hotel would be closed. 

President A. 8S. Gage of the association said: 

“We believe we are acting clearly within 
our rights. We do not consider that our bar- 
rooms are tippling-houses or ordinary sa- 
loons or barrooms, which constitute a busi- 
ness by themselves. Our barrooms are a 
part of our business in providing for the en- 
tertainment of our guests.” 

Mr. Hall said last night: “I shall put out 
fifteen men tomorrow to get evidence against 
hotelkeepers who keep their bars open, and 
shall submit the evidence to the grand jury.” 


Lining Up Their Forces. 

Meanwhile there is an energetic marshaling 
of forces for and against the proposed repeal 
of the midnight closing act which will come 
up before the Council tomorrow night. The 
saloonkeepers are working desperately to se- 
cure sufficient votes to insure repeal, while 
their opponents are making every effort to so

DENY STHEL DEAL STORY 


Other Interested Par- 
ties Say No Merger of American with 
Federal Is on Hand—Carnegic, the 
Disturbing Factor, May Seil to Mor- 
gan Syndicate—Uniless Plants Are 
Consolidated War Probably Will Be 
the Outcome. 


New York, Jan. 19.—[Specfal.]—The story 
of the merger of the American Steel and 
Wire company with the Federal Steel com- 
pany, a deal involving nearly $300,000,000, 
was generally discredited in local financial 
circles today. This feeling of doubt, backed 
up with denials from such interested parties 
as D. O. Mills, Nathaniel Thayer, both di- 
rectors of the Federal Steel company; and 
Max Pam, general counsel of the American 
Steel and Wire company, was reflected in 
the trading in the securities of both com- 
panies. The common stocks of the two con- 
cerns, which showed some strength on Fris 
day, closed today with fractional losses. 

Wall street has become much Joo tired to 
pay more than slight attention to the many 
reports which are now in circulation regard- 
ing the iron and steel trades. 

Andrew Carnegie’s sensational announce- 
ment that he would build two immense plants 


‘to compete with existing steel and iron com- 


binations and the collapse of rumored rail- 
way deals have been sufficient to throw the 
whole market topsyturvy. 


Leaders Deny Rumors. 

Judge Gary of the Federal Steel company 
sent out word that he was far too busy to 
confirm or deny the many rumors regarding 
his company. H.H. Porter, chairman of the 
Beard of Directors of the Federal Steel com- 
pany, smiled but said he had nothing to say. 
Mr. Pam said the first news he had of the 
reported consolidation of the two companies 
was from his morning paper. D. O. Mills 
replied he knew nothing about any such con- 
solidation, and Boston houses had informa- 
tion from Nathaniel Thayer, the Eastern 
director of the Federal Steel company, that 
he had not heard.a word about the consolida- 
tion and that he could not undérstand how 
his name was used in connection with It. 


Carnegie Disturbing Factor. 

Well informed steel and iron authorities 
say a deal is evidently in progress in which 
J. P. Morgan and the Carnegie directors 
are directly interested, but that if there is 
any purchase made in the interest of the 
Federal Steel company it will not be the 
American Steel and Wire company. The 
disturbing factor in the situation, accord- 


, ing to these authorities, is the Carnegie com- 


pany. 

Mr. Carnegie has thrown down the gant- 
let to the National Tube company and the 
American Sheet Steel Company. A_ sheet 
steel combine is particularly vulnerable to 
competition, so that Mr. Carnegie has taken 
up that branch of the steel industry in which 
to market a part of its raw products. 


Morgan May Buy Plants. 

The solution of the present difficulty in 
which competition is threatened on all sides 
from the Carnegie company is the control 
of the latter company. Mr. Carnegie has 
hinted that negotiations are.on foot and Mr. 
Morgan in an interview today did not take 
the opportunity to deny that he was inter- 
ested in the compromise scheme. “ If I had 
any such plan in view,” he said, ‘do you 
think I would make it public? I have no 
statement to make.”’ 

There are many who believe the bond issue 
report of the Federal Steel company was 
simply an effort on the part of that company 
to show it is prepared to follow the policy of 
the Carnegie company and go into the finish- 
ing branches of the steel industry.

CITIZENS FAVOR 
NORMAL SCHOOL, 
Commission Would Exempt Its 


Graduates from Examina- 
tions for Teachers. 


HOLD A SHARP DEBATE. 


Rescind Action Concerning Chi- 
cago’s Educational Institu- 
tions Formerly Taken. 


COL. PARKER GIVES ADVICE. 


The citizens’ educational commission of 100 
experienced a sudden change of heart at its 
meeting yesterday about putting the exam- 
ining power of the public school system of 
Chicago in the hands of the President of the 
University of Illinois, and hurried to rescind 
the action of a former meeting. The Rev. R. 
A. White, Universalist, who had voted.for the 
motion, stated that though not a Methodist 
in theology, he had found a place for a strong 
and mighty conversion. 

The often expressed purpose of the com- 
mission to center as much power and re- 
sponsibility in the Superintendent of Schools 
as possible was further advanced by the mo- 
tion that the Superintendent have power to 
examine all applicants as teachers, except 
graduates of the Chicago Normal School. 


Would Give Others a Chance. 

The normal school question, which caused 
the commission so much trouble and on which 
a conference of experience was called on 
Thursday, occasioned a sharp debate. Jenkin 
Lioyd Jones opposed the policy of building 
up a protective system about the normal 
school and wanted the graduates of other 
equally accredited schools to have a fair 
show. He said the commission would pro- 
vide for a stagnation in the schools for want 
of new blood. He argued that schools of 
law, medicine, and theology do not try to 
protect their graduates In Chicago institu- 


tions. 

Dr. Arnold Tompkins, principal of the nor- 
mal school, spoke against examination of its 
graduates. He said no one could be so com- 
petent to pass upon the qualifications of the 
graduate as the faculty who had been with 
the pupil for two years. The pupil of the 
school, he said, is put in the practice school, 
where actual experience in teaching is had.

school examined. He had the interest of the 
parochial schools at heart, but his argu- 
ments did not avail. The commission passed 
a recommendation that the graduates of the 


Yreguiar city high schools be admitted with- 


out examination provided they have secured 
a general average of 00 and are recommended

Seek Rule for Appeal. 

The teachers led by Mrs. Frances Temple 
had another fight on hand. They wanted to 
secure a rule by. which final appeal in cases 
of dismissal should be had to the Board of 
Education. The Rev. Mr. Jones and Mrs. 
Temple had a warm argument on the ques- 
tion. Mr. Jones said: ‘‘ The incompetency 
of teachers is a creeping paralysis, and we 
are here to provide that the superintendent 
shall have power to get rid of poor teachers. 
Your motion proposes a condition which 
would make it practically impossible fora 
superintendent to get rid of a poor teacher. 
A plea of long service, accompanied by co- 
pious tears, would keep the incompetent 
‘teacher who might be popular in her posi- 
tion.” 

Mrs. Temple conténded that the appeal 
from the superintendent was a necessary 
safeguard to the competent teacher who 
might be discharged. Her motion was not 


carried. | 
Colonel Parker Speaks. 


The regular parliamentary procedure was 
interrupted when the question of examina- 
tions for teachers was reached, and Colonel 
Parker was invited to speak more formally. 
He said: 

“Whoever controls the examinations for 
teachers holds the key to the whole situation. 
Your doctrine, I believe, is that of responsi- 
bility. There is a superintendent with a 
corps of assistants. The Superintendent of 
Schools of Chicago and his assistants are 
most competent to know the needs of the 
schools and should be the judges of those 
needs.”’ 

Chicago Schools Lead. 

Chicago schools, compared to those of the 
other great cities in the world, were shown 
to excel in almost every respect by W. L. 
Bodine, Superintendent of Compulsory Edu- 
cation, in an address before the Chicago Col- 
legiate Alumni association yesterday at the 
Auditorium. His address was in part as 
follows: 

‘‘In the general excellence of its public 
schools Chicago leads. The world, follows. 
I make this statement without fear of suc- 
cessful denial, because I have obtained and 
compared the latest available statistics from 
the educational centers of America and 
Europe. After a careful and conservative 
comparison of these official reports, I find 
that Chicago has the best and most comple-e 
public school system in the world. With the 
percentage of promotions from grade to 
grade as a comprehensive basis to prove the 
mental supremacy of pupils, Chicago has the 
brightest boys and girls of any city on earta. 
It has also won first honors in average daily 
attendance and punctuality, in the percent- 
age of increase in school enrollment, in the 
number of special studies and branches of 
mental and physical instruction, in the health 
of its pupils, and is unexcelled in the general 
architecture of its school buildings. It is 
second among American cities in the number 
of pupils enrolled, in annual school expend- 
itures, and the magnitude of its teaching 
corps. While New York now has a larger 
system, ‘*‘ Later Chicago’’ will eventually 
supplant ‘** Greater’’ New York in this re- 
spect. Even now, Chicago has one school- 
house to every 5,000 inhabitants, while New 
York has one schoolhouse to every 7,200 in- 
habitants.’’ 


KEEP A GERMAN ANNIVERSARY. 


Residents of Chicago Celebrate Thirti- 
eth Birthday of the Unified 
Empire. 


German residents of the city and suburbs, 
members of various German military soci- 
eties and veterans of the Franco-Prussian 
war, gathered at the North Side Turner Hail 
last night to celebrate the thirtieth anni- 
versary of the unification of the German 
states. The address of welcome was deliv- 
ered by Wilhelm Schmidt, President of the 
Central Verband. Professor Camillo von 
Klenze of Chicago University also delivered 
an address. Among those present were 
Mayor Harrison, Judge Brentano, Justice 
Kersten, Justice Hamburger, and Dr. Walter 
Wever, the German Consul in Chicago.

THIRTEEN CASES OF SMALLPOX 
REPORTED TO HEALTH OFFICE. 


Most of Them Due to Delay in Vaccina- 
tion After Exposure—Dr. Spalding 
Urges Quick Use of the Preventive— 
County Hospital Pat Under the Ban 
as a Precaution—Fumigation Takes 


Victim’s Visit. 


Thirteen cases of smallpox were reported 
to the Health department yesterday, the 
heavy increase being due to the fact that 
all were exposed to contagion two weeks 
ago, and developed at the same time. In 
the majority of cases the infected ones had 
been vaccinated, but the virus was injected 
too long after the exposure to be effective. 

‘“‘It is*absolutely necessary that persons 
who have been exposed to smallpox should 
be vaccinated within three days after the 
exposure,” said Chief Medical Inspector 
Spalding last night. ‘‘ Many persons sup- 
pose if they are vaccinated at any time fol- 
lowing exposure they will not take the dis- 
ease, but this is an error. The more quickly 
the public understands it the sooner we will 
stamp out the disease.”’

Adolph Sigismund gave the employés of the 
Health department a scare in the morning. 
-He lives in a State street lodging-house, 
but wandered into the Health office and re- 
quested one of the employés to diagnose 
his case. Health Commissioner Reynolds 
was summoned. He recognized the young 
man was suffering from an atack of the 
smallpox and ordered the doors of the de- 
partment closed. Sigismund was sent to the 
hospital, while the department went into 
voluntary quarantine until the office could 
be disinfected. Paper was pasted over the 
doors and for two hours the inmates were 
compelled to submit to the fumes of smok- 
ing disinfectants before the department was 
deemed safe for.visitors. 

Lillie Roberts, Tony Dirrer, I.eo Leolone, 
Adolph Sigismund, and the Kelty family had 
not been vaccinated. 

No visitors will be allowed at the County 
Hospital today. The hospital is notin quaran- 
tine, but the Health department deemed it 
wise to suggest to the Warden that he pro- 
tect his patients by not allowing visitors 
and a stringent order was issued. 

During the week ending last night twenty- 
five cases of smallpox were reported to the 
Board of Health, sixty of diphtheria, and 
seventy-two of scarlet fever. The cold 
weather has reduced the number of cases 
of influenza. 


POLICE DOUBT THE THEFT OF 
MRS. BOWERS’ DIAMONDS. 


Unable to Reconcile Fact That $10,000 
Worth of Jewelry on Dresser Was Un- 
touched While Pendant Was Taken. 


Captain Colleran and Detectives Roach and 
Tracy of the Central Station, who have in- 
vestigated the alleged theft of a diamond 
heart shaped pendant worth $2,500 from the 
room of Mrs. Blanche Bowers at the Victoria 
Hotel on Wednesday, are doubtful whether 
the wife of the song writer really sustained 
a loss. 

The missing pendant, with forty diamonds 
and a large ruby, is suid to have been a pres- 
ent from George M. Pullman Jr. to Mrs. 
Bowers. . Frederick V. Bowers has now a 
suit pending for $100,000 damages against the 
son of the late palace car magnate for alien- 
ating his wife’s affections. 

‘*It looks to me much as if Mrs. Bowers is 
seeking advertising,’ said Captain Colleran. 
‘There has not been much in the papers 
about her lately and I suppose she wanted to 
see her name in print. At least, this is what 
1 have been told by a man who ought to 
know.” 

Mrs. Bowers went to the Victoria Hotelon 
Jan. 14 and left for New York on Jan. 17. 
On Wednesday night she reported to C. F. 
Milligan, proprietor of the hotel, that the 
valuable pendant had been stolen from a 
drawer in her dresser. She did not seem to 
be greatly agitated over the loss, but Mr. Mil- 
ligan telephoned to the Central Station and 
Detectives Roach and Tracy went to thé 
hotel at midnight and reported the loss. 

Detectives could not reconcile the fact that 
$10,000 worth of jewelry which was in a jewel 
case on top of the dresser had been left un- 
touched and that the pendant, which was in 
the bureau drawer, had been stolen. Even 
Mrs. Bowers and her maid couid not account 
for this. The next morning Mrs. Bowers left 
for New York and in a most unconcerned way 
left word with the clerk if he recovered the 
jewelry to notify her.

STRONG INFLUENCE SEEKS TO 


». MAKE HIM POSTMASTER. 


Be in Favor of Him, and He Is 
Known to Be on Excellent Terms 
with Other Leaders—Has Been Act- 
ive in Illinois Affairs and Is a Suc- 
cessful Organizer—Now in Charge of 
Free Delivery.

Springfield, Jil., Jan. 19.—[Special. ]—Will- 
iam G. Edens, at present Assistant General 
Superintendent of the free delivery system 
of the Postoffice department, will be pushed 
for the postmastership of the City of Chi- 
cago, to succeed Mr. Gordon, by Senator Cul- 
lom. Messages have been sent to Washing- 
ton tonight to Senator Mason, asking him to 
enlist in Edens’ cause. 

William G. Edens is an Indianian. He was 

for sixteen years connected with the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen in various ca- 
pacities, with headquarters at Galesburg, 
Ill. He was for a long time the National 
Vice President of that organization, later 
chief clerk and cashier at the national head- 
quarters. Four years ago he was the. or- 
ganizer of the State Republican league in 
lllinols. He canvassed ninety-two counties 
in Illinois, previous to the Springfield con- 
-vention of 1806, in McKinley's interest. He 
attended county conventions in neafly all? of 
them, getting through McKinley instructions 
in many cases. 
_ Edens has long enjoyed McKinley’s friend- 
ship and the President wanted to appoint him 
as Commissioner of Immigration and Senator 
Cullom indorsed Edens for this place. But 
the position was promised to T. V. Powderly, 
and Mr. Edens was appointed to the Post- 
office department. His connection with the 
railroad men, through their organization, 
brought him for years in close contact with 
Senator Cullom, and for several years he has 
been of great service to Senator Hanna in the 
State of Ohio. He was one of Hanna's lieu- 
tenants during his fight for the Senatorship, 
and enjoys the Senator’s confidence. 

In 1896 at the State convention in Spring- 
field Edens joined hands with Governor 
Yates and Charles G. Dawes in securing the 
Young Republicans’ league for McKinley. It: 
was on account of this that McKinley made 
Yates Collector of Internal Revenue. Inci- 
dentally, it has brought Dawes and Edens 
together, and Dawes and Edens today ure 
the warmest personal friends. For over a 
year now he has been working In Ill{nois in 
Cullom’s interest. He, John C. Ames, and 
Sol Bethea were Senator Cullom’s managers 
in the campaign which has just resulted in 
Cullom’s victory. The influences which are 
undoubtedly at Edens’ commarid make him 
an exceedingly formidable candidate. He is 
an unusually active, energetic man in politics, 
and some people in Chicago, who are un- 
friendly to Mr. Gordon, make the contention 
that Mr. Gordon did not take that decisive 
stand for Republican success which was ex- 
pected of him. 


WANT LIEUTENANT PERRY 
_ SENT AWAY FROM “ CENTRAL.” 


Movement Started to Take Him Away 
from Down-Town District Because of 
Inaction and Too Much Favoritism. 


Under the impression that Lieutenant

Kaiser’s Rescripts Criticised. 

Part of the press today criticises Emperor 
William’s rescripts to the navy and army, 
the Vorwaerts (leading Socialist organ) 
pointing out that in spite of his Majesty’s 
claim that the army is the best support of the 
state, there was a time when the army and 
state miserably foundered. 

Anent the navy rescript the Vorwaerts 


‘Bays: 


Bince the Expperor now openly acknowl- 
edges he wants to make the navy as formida- 
ble a weapon as the army, the Emperor 
must have another, farther reaching, pro- 
gram for navy expansion.’”’ 

It became known today that Emperor 
William yesterday afternoon, while driving 
in the Thiergarten, ran into a heavy cart 
belonging to a casket-maker named Woith, 
injuring a lad, Herman Lindne, who was 
Griving, and springing the whiffletree, the 
Emperor's carriage remaining intact. Al- 
though the fault lay with the driver of the 
cart, his Majesty sent him a handsome pres- 
ent. 


Will Not Oppose Russian Plans. 
From an unexceptionable source it Is 
learned that Germany, neither in the past has 


‘interposed, nor will in the future offer any 


Obstacle to Russia’s claims upon Manchuria. 
Count von Biilow has given the Russian Am- 
bassador, Count von Osten-Sacken, repeated 
assurances since the beginning of the Chinese 
troubles, and quite recently again, that Man- 
churia lies out of Germany's interest or com- 
mercial Sphere, and that it is in no wise 
touched on by the Anglo-German agreement. 
Foreign office officials here know nothing 
of the alleged telegram from Emperor Kwang 
Su to the Ambassadors regarding the occu- 
pation of the Taku forts, etc., but they say 
the Chinese commissioners have written to 
the Ambassadors expressing certain wishes, 
which will be discussed during the peace 
negotiations. 


No More Troops for China. 

The Foreign office here discredits the state- 
ment that fresh German troops are about 
to be sent to China for the relief of sick, 
wounded, and returned soldiers. Only sup- 
plies for the troops will be sent hereafter. 
No plans’ exist for the withdrawal of the 
German trocps or the return of Field Marshal 
Count von Waldersee. 

Germany has no plans in this connection 
apart from the powers, and will not take in- 
dependent action. How long the German 
troops will remain in China depends upon the 
Chinese themselves. 


Misunderstanding with Bavaria. 

Another misunderstanding has arisen with 
‘Bavaria. Prince Alphonse, nephew of the 
Prince Regent, who attended the funeral of 
the Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar (who died 
on Jan. 5), claims he was snubbed by the 
Emperor’s representatives, General von 
Willich and Prince Regent Albrecht, eti- 
quette and questions of precedence being in- 
volved. On returning to Bavaria Prince 
Alphonse resigned command of the First Ba- 
Varian Cavalry Brigade, with the Prince 
Regent’s approval, who conferred on him a 
higher but inactive rank, and also bestowed 
on him the highest disposable decoration. 

Germany’s Network of Cables. 

The project of a net of cables to cover 
the world is being diligently pursued by 
Germany and is most actively furthered by 
the Emperor, who made some significant 
utterances on the subject to Privy Postal 
Councilor Streiker recently. The latest 
@ehape of the project, so far as the far East 

as concerned, is as follows: 

Germany and the Netherlands to jointly 
lay a cable which will go through the Dutch 
Indies, touching at the Natunas Islands, 
Billiton, Palembang, Batavia, Maccasar, 
German New Guinea, and the Carolinas, 
with a central point at Shanghai, then 
branching from Kieo Chou, easterly to Ja- 
Pan and America. 

The Dutch government will lay the cable 
through its own colonies and Germany will 
do the rest.

DUKE DE BROGLIE DIES 


FAMOUS FRENCH DIPLOMAT 
PASSES AWAY AT PARIS. 


Former Prime Minister and Leader of 
Opposition to Republican Principle 
Expires After Stormy Life—Held 
Many Responsible Posts and by His 
Acts Induced President Thiers to 
Resign—Was Once Ambassador at 
London. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 
PARIS, Jan. 19.—The Duke de Broglie, the 
distinguished publicist, statesman, and au- 
thor, and formerly Prime Minister, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, and Minister of Justice, 
is dead. 

Jacques Victor Albert, the Duke de Broglie, 
was born in Paris on June 13,1821. Although 
he was the first Ambassador to England of 
the third republic, he was noted for his 
hatred of the republican form of govern- 
ment and for his disdain of public opinion. 
He was, like his father, one of the forty 
immortals of France. 

The Duke de Broglie was largely instru- 
mental im forming, in 1863, the noted “* Lib- 
eral Union,”’ on which he hoped to group all 
the elements opposed to imperialism. 

He was elected te the National Assembly 
in 1871 and assisted at the stormy sessions 
in Bordeaux, and as soon as President Thiers 
was definitely established in power he ap- 
pointed Broglie Ambassador of the republic 
at London. He threw all his influence 
against the growth and adoption of repub- 
lican principles and became known at home 
and abroad as an intriguer. The demand of 
the Right for a “‘ resolute conservative pol- 
icy,’”’ as expressed by the Duke de Broglie, 
induced President Thiers to resign his office 
and to allow the Duke to become Vice Presi- 
dent of the Council of Ministers. The law 
by which large numbers of the old fm- 
perialist Mayors were reéstablished in office 
in the provinces was Broglie’s great work 
during his ministry. 


STILL ON THE MUNICIPAL CODE. 


Taft Commission Bill Requires Voters 
to Own Real Estate to Value of 
Five Hundred Pesos. 


* 


. MANILA, Jan. 19.—The section of mu- 
nicipal code relating to the qualifications of 
electors was much discussed today before the 
Philippine commission. The bill requires 
voters to own real estate to the value of 500 
pesos or: to pay taxes to the amount of 30 
pesos or upwards, and be males of upwards of 
23 years of age who speak, read, and write 
“English or Spanish. All are required to 
swear allegiance to the United States. 

Judge Taft, President of the commission, 
promised to amend the bill so as to include 
men paying 20 pesos taxes. 

Buencamino and other Federal party lead- 
ers object to the feature empowering the 
provincial Governors to determine the legal- 
ity of the elections of the local officers. 


Taxation of Church Property. 

The effect of the section covering the taxa- 
tion of church properties will be to largely 
put the, assessment in country districts on 
persons to whom the friars have nominally 
transferred the large tracts of land which 
they: formerly claimed to own. The friars 
left all the country districts during the dis- 
turbed periods. 

Large holdings of land and business proper- 
ty in Manila are owned directly by the 
churches, and as a similar provision for the 
taxation of church properties will be included 
in a separate bill for the civil government 
of Manila that question will then be more 
directly at issue. 


Lieutenant Morrison Killed. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 1%~Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin received a cable message from 
General MacArthur at Manila today saying 
that First Lieutenant John Morrison JZJr., 
Fourth Cavalry, was killed near Gapan, P.I., 
yesterday. Lieutenant Morrison was a na- 
tive of Iowa, and was graduated from the 
military academy in June, 1896. 


ATTACKS FIVE LIONS AT ONCE. 


Remarkable Story of an Adventure in 
Northern Rhodesia, Involving 
the Death of the Hunter. 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—News of the most re- 
markable lion fight on record comes from 
northern Rhodesia. Mr. Johnstone, a Col- 
lector of Customs in the employ of the 
British Chartered South Africa company, 
was out hunting and shot a buck. 

As the buck fell, from the long grass sprang 
out five lions, who commenced to eat the 
buck. Johnstone, not to be robbed of his 
‘dinner, went into action with his magazine 
rifle, killed one lion and wounded another. 
“The remaining three fled. 

The wounded lion, enraged, attacked the 
hunter, whose magazine gun was empty. 
He called for another gun, but his native 
followers had gone. The police with him 
fired a wild volley and retreated. Johnstone 
sought a nearby tree and was nearly out of 
reach when the lion caught him and pulled 
him down. Putting his left arm down the 
lion’s mouth he gave a sledge hammer blow 
with his right on the animal's head.

OVERHAULS EYES OF ROYALTY. 


Wiesbaden Ocujist Examines Failing 
Sight of Queen and Attends the 
Prince of Wales. 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—Royalty has been hav- 
ing its eyes overhauled. For that important 
duty a celebrated oculist, Professor Hermann 
Pagenstrecher, M. D., director of the Opthal- 
mic Hospital at Wiesbaden, was summoned 
to London on Wednesday. He went to Os- 
borne to examine the eyes of the Queen. The 
specialist is understood to have given her 
Majesty new instructions, in addition to 
glasses, with the object of preserving her 
failing sight. 

Thence Professor Pagenstrecher went to 
Marlborough House, where the Prince of 
Wales underwent the ordeal of submitting 
his lately adopted eyeglasses to criticism. 

It was only to the Queen and the Prince of 
Wales Professor Pagenstrecher would con- 
sent to go. All the others had to come to 
him. The Duke of Cambridge and other no- 
tabilities flocked to his hotel, humbly wait- 
ing in the corridor until Professor Pagen- 
strecher was ready to see them. 

The professor goes to the continent to tn- 
spect the eyes of the King of the Belgians 
on Sunday, and before he returns to Wieg- 
baden he will continue his journey to several 


other royal palaces. 


AUTOMOBILE SHOW IN PARIS. 


Annual Exhibition of Horseless Car- 
riages Opens in the Grand 
Palais Tomorrow. 


[Special Cable to the New York World and 
The Chicago Tribune.] 

PARIS, Jan. 19.—The Grand Palais, the 
magnificent edifice housing paintings and 
statuary from every part of the world at 
the exhibition, is serving a different purpose 
now. The vast rotunda and upper galleries 
‘are crowded with automobiles and bicycles 
for the annual exhibition which will open 
on Monday. 

Five hundred and fifty firms are repre- 
sented. American bicycles are prominent, 
but the only American automobile manu- 
facturers desiring to exhibit were ruled out 
because the Prefect of Police refused to per- 
mit a steam motor in the Paris streets, con- 
sidering it dangerous. 

In view of the prizes obtained at previous 
Paris competitions by American steam auto- 
mobiles, the Americans here hint that the 
discrimination was the result of jealousy. 


TRIES TO KILL HER TUTOR. 


Russian Girl Student at College of 
France Fires at Instructor and 
Wounds a Friend. 


PARIS, Jan. 19.—A young Russian girl 
‘student, Vera Gelo, tried to assassinate an 
aged professor, Senator Emile Deschanel, 
father of the President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, at the College of France this aft- 
ernoon. 

The professor had just concluded a lecture 
on French literature, When Vera Gelo, who 
‘was one of the audience, fired a revolver at 
him. 

Her friend, another Russian student, no- 
ticing the movement, sacrificed herself by 
intervening, received a bullet in the chest, 
and fell at Professor Deschanel’s feet, bleed- 
ing profusely. 

Vera Gelo was arrested. It appears she is 
mentally deranged. She said Professor Des- 
chanel had slandered her, and added, in 
heartbroken tones: ‘‘I have wounded my 
friend.’’

province. So far as locking up the coal is 
concerned, Mr. Blair says the coal areas of 
that region are absolutely limitless, and con- 
tain enough fuel to supply the whole world 
for acentury. That being the case, he asks, 
why should we not sell coal to the United 
States or any other country that wants it? 

Interests on the government side of the 
House, which last session opposed charters 
for railways to connect at the boundary with 
United States roads, have since been forced 
by the stress of events to right about face, 
and will, at the coming session, support as 
strenuously as last year they fought that 
principle. 


Wheat Men Want Road. 


The wheat elevating and shipping people 
and the farmers of Manitoba, the Northwest, 
and British Columbia have been aching for 
years for such a chance as this to get back 
at the Canadian Pacific and force a reduction 
of railway rates on Western products for 
Eastern points and for ocean shipment. 

There is a combination of Canadian rail-. 
ways opposed to the Canadian Pacific 
monopoly which is fast constructing a series 
of connecting links which will soon complete 
a through route from the far West to the 
Atlantic ports shorter than the Canadian 
Pacitic. This line, once constructed as far 
west as Prince Albert, N. W. T., will be 
pushed towards the Pacific through the Yel- 
lowhead Pass. It is already well into the 
Saskatchewan territory, and fifty miles have 
been constructed from the southeast corner 
of Manitoba into Minnesota, there to con- 
nect with Duluth and the American railway 
systems. These combinations mean a power 
which, when united, may be irresistible. 

A fight over the Hill bill must bring to- 
gether these different elements in close alli- 
ance against the Canadian Pacific claims of 
exclusive rights. Already the organs of the 
government are calling for the appointment 
of a railway commission, with control over 
railway rates throughout Canada, with the 
well understood object of muzzling the Cana- 
dian Pacific and smashing its monopoly 
wherever at least it makes freight charges 
that discriminate dgainst Canada’s trading, 
industrial, and commercial development. 


Winter Navigation in St. Lawrence. 


The shipping men of Montreal and Toronto 
are planning to bring ocean liners up the ice- 
bound St. Lawrence. The triumphs of the 
Russian ice-breakers in the Baltic, and those 
of the American railway ferries on the lakes 
have aroused Canadian emulation, and it ts 
with the most serious resa]ve to overcome the 
winter obstacles to navigation that the depu- 
tation of shipping magnates have pressed 
their views on Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his 
colleagues. At the recent interview here the 
government was asked to make tests with 
ice-breakers and settle all doubts as to their 
practicability. Sir Wilfrid and the other 
ministers put questions to the delegates which 
showed they had looked into the matter suf- 
ficiently to feel disposed to make experiments. 
It is conceded that for six or seven hundred 
miles below Quebec the river is for the most 
part free of ice heavy enough to stop ocean 
liners; but it has yet to be discovered whether 
the coast itself is not blocked with ice fields 
to such an extent a great part of the winter 
as to render safe regular passages through 
them into the river too uncertain to be worth 
the consideration of shipping and commercial 
men. So far as Quebec City is concerned, 
there {fs scarcely a shadow of doubt that the 
formation of the annual ice bridge at Cape 
Rouge could be prevented by ice-breakers, 
and the only obstacle to the flow of broken ice 
down-stream thereby removed. 

Navigation up-river from Quebec to Mon- 
treal is known to be an entirely different mat- 
ter. At some points the deep water channel is 
not more than 300 feet wide. Even in sum- 
mer the navigation at these points is some- 
times attended with difficulty owing to the 
strength and changes of currents.

cents; and farm hands, $12 to $13 a season. 
These rates, according to Consul General 
King at Bangkok, are considered so high 
that they are attracting thousands from for- 
ests and smaller cities and towns and from 
Hongkong and Singapore to the-capital of 
Siam. When the prices paid for articles of 
food are taken into consideration it is diffi- 
cult to see how these people live at all. Fol- 
lowing is a sample of the leading articles of 
food: Turkeys, $2.50 to $5 each; bacon, 23 
to 45 cents per pound; butter, 30 to 45 cents: 
lard, 25 to 32 cents; coffee, 28 to 82 cents: 
canned goods, 20 to 30 cents a can: ham, 23 
to 45 cents a pound; mutton, 25 cents; sugar, 
8% cents. 

“One who has never been outside the 
United States,’’ continued the Consul Gen- 
eral, “‘can hardly form in his imagination a 
picture of what living means to the plain 
people in this country. The price of furni- 
ture, guch as one finds in the home of the la- 
boring man in America, runs about as fol- 
lows: Chair, from 90 cents to $3; bedstead, 
$9 to $15; mattress, $4.50 to $9; dining table, 
$6 to $10. The laborer, with wages from 15 
to 30 cents a day, sits upon the floor in his 
home, sleeps upon a grass mat, cooks on a 
box of earth or an earthen crock for a stove, 
and eats his rice, fish, and simple vegetables 
out of the same dish with his family, without 
fork, or knife, or spoon. Eggs, which are 
cheap, he has at times, chickens on rare oc- 
casions, and I think I am safe in saying that 
beef is almost unknown in the common la- 
borer’s meal. 

“ His house is a bamboo structure with a 
tap roof, and generally of one small room 
about ten feet square, which is sometimes 
divided by a low partition. Within these 


or split bamboo, he, and his wife, and his 
family eat, and cook, and sleep. 

“The clothing of himself and family is the 
most meager—a cloth around the loins—the 
woman generally wears a cloth around the 
breast also—no shoes, seldom a covering for 
the head, holiday and working day alike.”

The 
Scorpion recently left La Guayra, the port of 
Caracas, and brings the latest news of the 
Venezuelan troubles. The situation ts de- 
scribed as being serious. It is said that the 
emphatic protests of the government at 
Washington have been defied’and bloodshed 
at the lake of the Bermuda Asphalt com- 
pany was feared. The most hotheaded of 
the foreigners in Vemezuela go so far as to 
say that if the Washington authorities do not 
take steps to protect American citizens now 
all foreigners may as well leave the country. 


Loomis Is Hard at Work. 


_ The. officers of the Scorpion are quoted as 
saying that the diplomatic corps at Caracas 
{is unanimous on this point, as are all the 
foreigners. They admit, however, that the 
United States Minister at Caracas, Mr. 
Francis B. Loomis, is working vigorously in 
the effort to arrange matters. 

The more recent developments in the 
trouble in Venezuela were the seizures by the 
authorities at Ciudad Bolivar of two steamers 
belonging to the Orinoco company. Two of 
these steamers were seized by the Venezuelan 
authorities during the last revolution, and 
it is said they were ruined. 

The concession of the Orinoco company was 
recently annulled, on the ground that it was 
illegal, and the opinion prevails that it’ will 
be driven from business and all the money 
invested by the shareholders will be lost 
unless the British or American governmenis 
intervene. | 

Mr. Loomis is using his good offices to save 
the two steamers recently seized. The 
United States Legation at Caracas, however, 
is overwhelmed with work and the company’s 
business has been stopped. It is asserted 
that the company has unpaid claims against 
the government for $500,000. 


Rumors of Ultimatum. 

LONDON, Jan. 19.—A dispatch from Cura- 
ega, Dutch West Indies, to a press agency 
says the relations between the Untted States 
and Venezuela have not improved, and that 
the United States Minister, Mr. Francis B. 
Loomis, has sent a strongly worded note, 
which 4s even described as being practically 
an ultimatum, to the Venezuelan govern- 
ment.

QUEENSTOWN, Jan. 19.—Sigmund Hertz 
of New York City, who was arrested shortly 
after his arrival here on Thursday evening 
on the Allan steamer Corinthian, from Halli- 
fax, Jan. 7, charged with forgery in the 
United States, appeared in the police court 
today and was handed over to the Scotland 
Yard detectives who had come here for the 
purpose of taking the prisoner to London for 
extradition. When the depositions were 
read Hertz replied: * I have nothing to say.”’

TELLS SECRET OF REBELLION. 


How Massacre of Union Soldiers by 
Knights of Golden Circle Was Pre- 
vented at Charleston, Ill. 


Charleston, Ill., Jan. 19.—[Spectial.]—Jesse 
Falls of Urbana, who died on Wednesday, 
was formerly a resident of Charleston, and 
today Joshua Rickett, a justice of the peace 
of this city, disclosed a secret which he had 
carried for thirty-seven years. It was an 
incident of the ‘‘ Charleston raid,”’ in the 
spring of 1864. Ricketts and Falls were part- 
ners in the marble business. They were also 
brothers-in-law. Ricketts was a Republican 
and Falls a Democrat. The Knights of the 
Golden Circle were strong here, and théy 
plotted to: massacre the small company of 
Union soldiers stationed in Charleston, under 
command of Colonel G. M. Mitchell. 

Falls, knowing their plans, tried to dis- 
suade them from the attack, saying it would 
be worse than butchery. Finally, at mid- 
night before the day of the proposed raid, 
he told Ricketts the whole plot, first swear- 
ing him not to reveal his source of informa- 
tion during Falls’ lifetime. 

There was little time to ward off the at- 
tack. The soldiers were saved, but nine citl- 
zens were shot down in the streets next day 
by the Knights, who thronged the town, 
and but for Falls’ timely warning there 
would have been a general slaughter. Falls 
is well remembered here by old citizens. He 
moved to Urbana twenty years ago. 


WANTS MONEY FOR RED RIVER. 


Tristate Drainage Convention at Crooks- 
ton, Minn., Asks Congress to Ap- 
point Investigating Committee. 


Crookston, Minn., Jan. 19.—The Tristate 
drainage convention today adopted a me- 
morial to Congress petitioning that body to 
appoint a commission to investigate as to 
the advisability of appropriating sufficient 
money to make surveys and construct dams 
and reservoirs to control the flow of water in 
the Red River of the North. The report of 
Colonel Davenport, government engineer, 
shows that $1,000,000 would complete the 


work. 


SUMNER IS HELD FOR MURDER. 


Calumet, Mich., Man Who Shot Boy 
During Charivari Is Bound 
Over to Court. 


Calumet, Mich., Jan. 19.—[Special. ]—Had- 
ley D. Sumner, a young man of good family, 
was bound over to the Circuit Court this 
afternoon, charged with the murder of Ben 
Martin. Martin was in a charivari at the 
wedding of Sumner’s sister. He was shot in 
the neck by Sumner, dying ten days after- 
ward at the hospital.

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GOTHROUGH FIRE 
TO SAVE WOMEN, 


Relatives and Ef- 


fect Daring Rescue in Mil- 
-waukee Avenue. 


Starts While Repairs Are Under 
Way to Ayling Bros.’ 
Gas Engine. 


“WHOLE BUILDING A RUIN. 


Five women were rescued yesterday after- 
noon from a fire which destroyed a two-story 
frame building at 826 and 828 Milwaukee 
avenue. They were carried down the burn- 
ing stairways by friends and the police after 
all hope of their escape had been abandoned 
by the crowd which packed the street. 

The fire, which was of mysterious origin, 
started in the stove polish works of Ayling 
Bros., 828 Milwaukee avenue, while Engineer 
Willlam Struckman of Fairbanks, Morse & 
Co. was repairing the gas engine. The engi- 
neer narrowly escaped death in the flames. 
The rescued women were: 

Ayling, Mrs. Maria, 80 years old, mother of Wil 
jam and John Ayling. 

Ayling, Mrs. William. 

Donnerstag, Mrs. William H., wife of proprietor 
of dressmaking establishment, 826 Milwaukee 
avenue, also destroyed. 

Donnerstag, Miss Rae, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 


W. H. Donnerstag. 
Eber, Miss Emma, who lived with the Aylings. 
The building was occupied on the first floor 


by the Donnerstag Dressmaking Supply 
company and by the Ayling Bros.’ stove 
polish factory. Above lived the families. 

When the fire was discovered it was 
sweeping through the tanks of benzine and 
gasoline in the basement of the stove polish 
factory, The male members of the Ayling 
and Donnerstag families ‘went to the rescue 
of the women and were assisted by Sergeant 
Matthew Regan and Patrolman Meyers of 
the Rawson Street Station. 

Miss Eber was carried down-stairs by her 
betrothed, Thomas Ayling, son of one of the 
proprietors of the factory. The young man 
had just returned from the Lewis Institute, 
where he is completing his education, and 
had reached the corner when the flames burst 


from the first story windows. : 
- The factory was a mass of flame before 


the arrival of the firemen and it seemed to 
the crowd in the street that another life- 
saving trip into the building would be suicide 
for any one daring enough to attempt it. 
Nevertheless John Ayling dashed up the 
stairway, followed by Sergeant Regan and 
William Mahler. They found the elder and 
younger Mrs. Ayling almost senseless from 
the smoke and carried them to the street. 
At the same time William Donnerstag and 
Patrolman Meyers rescued Mrs. Donnerstag 
and her daughter Rae from their apart- 
ment. 

William Struckman, who had been sent to 
repair a gas engine, was working over the 
engine when he suddenly saw the flames 
shoot up behind him. He escaped by a 
front basement window, losing his overcoat 
and tools. Louis Grosscupand John Runkel, 
both employés of Ayling Bros., and Thomas 
Ayling, were in the store at the time, but 
could give no explanation of the cause of the 
fire, 

The firemen fought the flames for forty 
minutes before danger to adjacent buildings 
was over. 

Ayling Bros. place their loss at $8,000 and 
Donnerstag at $9,000, both covered by in- 
surance. The building, which is a total loss, 
was owned by Mrs. Maria Bals, Hoyne and 
Haddon avenues.

W. Howerth of the University of Chicago. 
In a lecture on “ Religion ’’ at the University 
College yesterday Dr. Howerth stated thai 
atheism was not inconsistent with religion. 
He said that a man was religious.when he 
desired to be in right relations with the 
infinite energy from which all things proceed, 


particular interpretation of this energy, no 
inharmony could be claimed. 

Professor Howerth said that to identify 
religion with the belief in spiritual beings 
was to play into the hands of those whocon- 
tend that all religion is superstition. 

‘* Regarding religion as belief,’’ said Pro- 
fessor Howerth, ‘‘and witnessing the de- 
structive effect of scientific criticism in every 
department of knowledge, many writers re- 
gretfully, sometimes gleefully, have acknowl- 
edged that religion must decrease as science 
increases, and that it finally will disappear. 
If we discard the old idea that religion is 
belief and right conduct and accept the 
broader definition of it, as the desire to be 
in right relations to the power manifesting 
{tself in the universe, religion is at once re- 
moved from all danger of science.” 


University of Chicago Likely Not to Be 
Represented in Inauguration Cere- 
‘mony at Washington. 


Considerable opposition to the plan of send- 
ing a delegation to, the inauguration cere- 
monies at Washington has developed among 
the students at the University of Chicago. 
The Senior College Council, which has the 
matter in charge, mét yesterday, but failed 
to come to aiiy decision. It will be taken up 
again mext week by the councils of both 
Junior and Senior Colleges. 

Many of the students are indignant at the 
restrictions placed upon the college men who 
will atiend. One provision requires that 
** horns or other instruments for the purpose 
merely of making a noise will not be allowed 
in the parade. Cheering will be confined ex- 
clusively to the time when the students of 
the respective colleges are passing the Presi- 
dent's reviewing stand.”’

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS 


SHORT LINE TO THE GULF FOR 
LOCAL ROAD. | 


Probability That the Chicago and 

Eastern Illinois Will Secure Control 

» of the Cotton Belt, Thus Giving Ac- 

cess to Points in Texas and on the 

Coast—Complaint in the Dominion 

Against the Canadian Pacific—Other 
Affairs of the Rail. 


There is a probability that the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railroad soon will obtain 
control of the Cotton Belt route (St. Louis 
Southwestern road). This road is controlled 
at present by Gould interests, but some dif- 
ferences of opinion arose at the last annual 
meeting and subsequently the interests op- 
posed to the Gould management sought to 
put themselves in communication with the 
stockholders. It is understood that a good 
many responses were obtained and that onan 
exhibit of the situation being furnished such 
stockholders a considerable number ex- 
pressed a willingness to vote with the op- 
position at the next meeting. 

In addition to this a large amount of stock 
has been bought in the market by parties 
interested in the Chicago and Eastern Illi- 
nois. The latter road has been extended 
during the last year to Thebes, Ill., on the 
Mississippi River, making direct connection 
by ferry with the St.. Louis Southwestern. 
A strong traffic agreement was made be- 
tween the roads a few months ago. 

The acquisition of the St. Louis South- 
western would give the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois a through line from Chicago 
through the cotton belt of Texas to the Gulf 
of Mexico at Galveston, and would make it 


| one of the shortest lines to the Southwest 


and gulf. 

It is believed that H. H. Porter, who con- 
trols the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, had 
this object in view when he built the ex- 
tension to Thebes on the Mississippi River. 


~Canadian Pacific Offends. + 


Public discontent in Canada is directed 
against the Canadian Pacific. : The Domin- 
ion government organ at Toronto has vig- 
orously attacked the road on the ground of 
excessive rate charges, and has practically 
succeeded in its efforts to secure the ap- 
pointment of a permanent government rail- 
way commission to regulate rates. George 
Goderham, the Toronto distiller, who has 
several million dollars invested in British 
Columbia mines, says that owing to ex- 
orbitant rates on gold ore it is likely that 
all the British Columbia mines will have 
to close.‘ The Dominion government is be- 
ing urged to secure the extension of the 
government intercolonial railway, now run- 
ning from Halifax to Montreal, through to 
the Pacific coast. 

The Great Northern, it is understood, has 
made an arrangement to build a branch line 
into the Crow’s Nest coal lands inthe Crow's 
Nest Pass, in th ocky Mountains, and it 
is belleved Mr. HMMs failway will also build 
a line thence to Hope in British Columbia, 
reaching the Pacific coast that way. The 
line through the Crow’s Nest Pass built by 
the Canadian Pacific was subsidized by the 
Canadian government on condition that com- 
peting railways might use it, so the Great 
Northern could reach the Pacific coast 
through the easiest mountain pass and the 
best Pacific territory in Canada at com- 
paratively little outlay. 


New Line Into Denver. 

It is said to be the intention of the Fremont, 
Elkhorn and Missouri Valley railroad to ex- 
tend its lines to Denver next summer. Itis 
proposed to run a line from Valentine to 
Scranton, Colo., to connect with the Colorado 
Eastern, which is owned by the Fremont, 
Eikhorn and Missouri Valley. The Colorado 
and Eastern and the Denver and Scranton, 
which the Elkhorn road depends upon for its 
entrance to Denver, has a right of way into 
the City of Denver. The Fremont, Elkhorn 
and Missouri Valley is a part of the Chicago 
and Northwestern system and it is said that 
the plan is to head off the Illinois Central. 
which is reported to have designs on Denver. 


Special Rates Granted. 


The Illinois Central issued notice yesterday 
that for parties of ten or more destined to 
Pacific coast points it will make a rate of 2 
cents a mile to Hannibal; 2% cents a mile 
from Hannibal to Kansas City added to the 
regular rate from Kansas City to destination. 
This basis will be used in all cases where 
regular through rates are higher. The Iili- 
nois Central’s connections are requested to 
apply rates so constructed by way of its lines 
to New Orleans or via Chicago to Omaha. 
The company finds it necessary to take this 
course to protect its interests against the 
party rate made by the Wabash. 

Central Passenger association roads have 
agreed to make a rate of a fare and one-third 
for the meetings of the National Association 
of Merchants and Travelers to be held in 
Chicago Feb. 6 to 13, Feb. 20 to 27, March 6 
to 13, and March 20 to 27. 

The same rate has also been granted for the 
Continental Congress of the Daughters of 
American Revolution, to be held in Washing- 
ton Feb. 18 to 23.

 ‘gHARP DECLINE AT END MAKES 


LOSS SERIOUS. 


Traction and Many Ratlroad Issues, 
Especially Those Involved in Ru- 
mored Deals, Show Heavy Price De- 
clines—Traders Take Unfavorable 
View of Bank Statement—Punctur- 
ing of Manipulative Stories Causes 
Weakness. 


[BY B. W. HARDEN.] 

New York, Jan. 19.—[Specia].]—A sharp de- 
cline in stocks marked the Close of a week 
of disappointment to the holders of long 
stock, today’s prices, a8 compared with those 
of a week ago, showing a serious loss in 
market values. In the list of securities 
trades were few, and these were unimportant 

. exceptions to the general rule of weakness. 
The greatest loss shown was in the traction 
jgsues and in the stocks of some of the rail- 
roads which, rumor had it, are to be com- 
pined through leases. 

The weakness in the market at the close 
today was due to the unfavorable view 
‘taken by the majority of traders of the fig- 
ures announced in the bank statement, and 
the alarming reports which were received 

ding the health of Queen Victoria. 

The bank statement was not a particularly 
unfavorable one. In fact, aside from the 
erormous increase in loans disclosed in the 
weekly exhibit, there was nothing which 
trould be looked upon as being detrimentai 
to stock market values. Loans showed an 
increase of $22,000,000, and the street jumped 
to the conciusiom as the result of the 
change in this item, that big holders of 
stocks had been unloading their securities 
on the public, and that these stocks haé 
ed into the hands of commission houses, 
‘who were holding them for customers on mar- 


n. 
a alas of the most prominent traders in the 
street have been sellers of stocks since the 
middle of December. The public has been 
buying in the last month, and has purchased 
securities in many instances against the ad- 
vice of brokers. On three or four occasions 
prominent traders in the street started a 
selling movement, \but in each instance they 
were compelled to’cover at a loss, because 
‘the pubiic would not take fright and desert 
the security market. Now, however, there 
is good evidence that much of the weakness 
which has recently been developed has come 
frum this selling. ‘ 


Combines Fail to Materialize. 


The reali reason for the recent deciine in the 
‘security market is the punciuring of the ab 
surd stories which have been so industriously 
circulated of combinations in the industriai 
and railroad tield. That many important 
moves in the worid of finance have been made 
and are now being made is beyond question. 
Not one in five of the stories to which Wall 
street has had to listen during the last two 
months has had ary foundation in fact. 

So far as general conditions go the stock 
market is today in as good conditicn as it was 
immediateiy after the election. There has 
been no ending of prosperity, as is shown by 
ail of the statistics which reflect current 
conditions. Trade is keeping well up to the 
phenomenally high figures of last year, all 
classes of manufacturers are busy, and the 
future'seems a particularly bright one for the 
industrial corporations. Railroad earnings 
are satisfactory, few of the railroads showing 
a decrease from the excellent figures of last 
year. In the money market there is nothing 
to tause alarm. During the week money 
joaned at 2 per cent or less on several days, 

‘and time money was offered [n liberal volume 
at figures below those-which have been made 
ut any time within the last eighteen months. 


Bank Statement Figures. 


Today's bank statement showed the in- 
crease in cash holdings amounted to nearly 
$14,000,000, and had it not been for the gain 
in deposits amounting to $36,000,000, which 
necessitated an increase in the reserve, this 
gain in cash would have brought reserves up 
to the highest point in many months. As it 
was there was a gain of more than $4,000,000 
in surplus, and the total surplus above re- 
quirements as shown in the bank statement 
was $27, 

The most *notable losses shown in stocks 
during the week were in Sugar, Baltimore 
and Ohio, Brooklyn Rapid Transit, St. Paul, 
Rock Island, Burlingion, People’s Gas, the 
Eries, the Reading issues, Union Pacific, 
Manhattan, Metropolitan, and Western 
Union. Of the traction issues Brooklyn Rap- 

id Transit showed a net loss of 115% points, 
Manhattan ‘declined 0%, and Metropolitan 
lost 14%, while in the railroad list St. Paul 
closed 74% points below the figures of a week 
ago, and aii of the grangers showed substan- 
tial recessions.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Private advices received yesterday in Chicago 
from New York City state that the heads of the 
Eastern plate glass compact are surprised at the in- 
dependent attitude of the Chicago agents In refus- 
ing to have anything to do with a local stamping of- 
fice and clerk, which the pact proposed to establish 
in this city. The letter further stated that the com- 
pact managers were likely to reconsider their orig- 
inal plan and give the Chicago agents a voice in 
whatever arrangements were meade for treating 
future business. The fact that plans are weil 
under way for the launching of a new company to 
handle plate glass insurance, and would start with 
the active codéperation of most of the agents in La 
Salle street, is believed to have had a gocd deal to 
do with the prospects of a compromise being ef- 
fected shortly. George W. Montgomery of the 
local agency of Montgomery & Funkhouser, who 
is now in New York, practically holds the key ta 
the situation, and upon the result of his confer- 
ence with the plate glass compact managers a good 
deal depends. In the meantime the Pacific Surety 
of California is gobbling up a large amount of 
business that formerly went to Eastern compan- 


Pacific coast business of fire insurance com-' 
panies during 1900 was profitable, according to ad- 
vices from San Francisco. Fire premiums in. 
California increased over $250.000, according to 
official reports.

ORK on the construc- 
tion of the new Trib- 
une Building will be- 
gin on May 1 next, 
and the building will 
be completed by May 
1, 1902. The structure 
will cost about $300,- 
000, while new and 
additional machin- 
ery that will take its 
place in the new 
building will cost 
about $250,000. 
The new building 
will be four stories in 
peight, with a basement of practically two 
* stories beneath the sidewalk grade. It will 
pave a frontage of 144 feet in Dearborn street 
gpd 120 fect in Madison street, fust doubling 
the ground space occupied by the present 
Tribune Building. Holabird & Roche are 
the architects. 
The first story will be of light polished gran- 
ite, while the second, third, and fourth will 
- be enameled terra cotta. The foundations 
ana the steel construction will be planned for 
the addition of other stories up to twelve, 
providing for a sixteen-story skyscraper if 
it is desired in the future to make such addi- 
tions to the building. 


EXCLUSIVE QUARTERS. 


The basement, third, and fourth stories will 
be devoted exclusively to Tum TRIBUNE. On 
the first floor the counting-room will take u 
g large space on the corner, about doub 
that occupied by the present counting-room, 
but the remainder of the space on the ground 
floor will be converted into stores and rented 
as such until the room may be desired by 
Tas TRIBUNE company in the future. The 
second floor, with its wide frontages on both 
Dearborn and Madison streets, will be di- 
vided into quarters for two banking institu- 

The general offices of the company, the edl- 
torial and artists’ rooms, and quarters for the 
reporters will take up the entire third floor. 
All of these floors will be finished in mahog- 
any with elaborate designs, and will repre- 
gent the highest development of the modern 
office building. 

The composing-room will occupy the major 
part of the fourth or top floor, being amply 
lighted from three sides and a spacious court. 
The rooms of the telegraph editors, telegra- 
phers, and proofreaders will be on the Dear- 
born street front of this floor. 


ENTRANCES TO BUILDING. 


The main entrance will be in the center of 
the Dearborn street front, but the entrance 
to the editorial rooms will be in Madison 
street, about midway between the corner and 
the alley. This will separate entirely the 
editorial force from t occupants of the 
offices in the building, giving the newspaper 

orkers a home entirely of their own, with 

elr own elevators, distinct from those used 
by the general.public. This will be doubly 
important if additional stories with general 
office facilities should in the future be added 

* to the new structure. ; 

There can be no cessation of work in the 
office during the construction of the new 
building. Consequently it must be ere 


erected | 
in sections. The first section will be that oc- 
cupying the south half of the 144 feet, 
leased some time ago by The Tribune com- 
pany for ninety-nine years. This is now oc- 
cupied by the northern part of the Windsor 
Hotel. The building now there will be torn 
down and a new wall put in to the south. 
The wall on the south side of the present 
Tribune Building, extending the full depth 
ef the lot, will be temporarily retained, but 
the foundations will be shored up while the 
Work on the foundations of the new building 
aréeunder way. When this is done the base-. 
mept will be dug out to the required depth 
and*the caissons sunk to the hardpan over 
the rock seventy feet below grade. At the 
fame time the foundations for the outer walls 
Wil be put in, and then the steel super- 
strutture will be erected. : 


COMPLETED IN SECTIONS. 


The south half of the building will be com- 
pleted entire, the presses will be moved in, 
the counting-room located on the first floor 

; and the composing-room crowded in the 
fourth floor before the old building is aban- 
doned. After everything has been moved 
into the new part the demolition of the pres- 
ent Tribune Building, which has become one 
Of the landmarks of Chicago since its erec- 
tion immediately after the fire, will com- 
Mence. Then the same order will follow as 
With the south section. Everything will be 
cleared away and the basement dug to the 
Tequired depth. After this section has been 


their old quarters will settle in the new, and 
for all time, so far as the living generation 
ean see, Tue TRIBUNE will have a habitation 
Worthy of a modern newspaper and equal to 
its requirements. 

Since the sketch of the new building was 
printed in the architectural journals much 
favorable comment regarding the beauty of 
its design hasbeen elicited from the pro- 
feasion. In an artistic sense the building will 
meetthe most rigid requirements. Phe broad 
front-of 144 feet in Dearborn street and of 
120 feet in Madison street, gave the archi- 
tects a range not usual with the ordinary 
business structure. Then the fact that the

allowed a freedom of treatment which would 
not have been possible with a skyscraper. 
Yet the front is so designed that additional 
stories can be erected without breaking the 
unity of the design. 
The entrances and the main corridors will 
be fully representative of the highest de- 
velopment in architecture in the modern of- 
fice buildings. Thé mahogany finish, mosaic 
floors, and general equipment. of the build- 
ing in electricity, ventilation, and all the 


“other important items which now distinguish 


the modern office building from its predeceés- 
sors will be given full scope in the new 
structure, but at the same time every detail 
of the requirements of,the publication office 
of a great newspaper has been kept in mind. 


ARRANGEMENT OF SPACE. 

While it is comparatively easy to plan a 
modern office building, the planning of a 
newspaper office to secure the best and most 
economical results of labor is quite another 
matter. Ever since the ninety-nine. year 
lease for the ground was made with the 
Board of Education the studying out of these 
details has been under way. Every head of 
a department has devoted much time to de 
ciding what room he needed and in what lo- 
cation that room should be for the best per- 
formance of the duties intrusted to his de- 
partment. This work was laid before the 
architects, who in turn worked out the whole 
into the plans afterward adopted for the 
new building. In no place throughout the 
structure were the problems mgre compll- 
cated than in that most important part of a 
newspaper plant—the basement. So well did 
they succeed that the great current of paper, 
fresh from the mill, never crosses itself from 
the time it enters the building through the 
hydraulic hoists until it is set out on the 
sidewalk by the electric lifts in the finished 
daily paper. It is a continuous forward 
movement. 

The additions to its equipment that THE 
TRIBUNE will make are scarcely less striking 
in a newspaper way than the building itself. 
Three octuple presses and a multicolor press, 
fitted for the highest grade of artistic color 
printing, will be installed in the new press- 
room. THE TRIBUN®D will also retain two sex- 
tuples and two quadruples belonging to its 
present plant, making the equivalent of 
forty-four single presses—exclusive of the 
color press—when the whole plant is in opera- 
tion. In the conrposing-room twelve latest 
improved linotypes will be added to the 
equipment of thirty-five machines now in 
use, making forty-seven inall. Thecapacity 
of the office then, both in the setting of type 
and the printing of papers, will be unsur- 
passed by any newspaper office in the United

The first building was occupied in 1847 
stood at the southwest corner of La 


born streets, It was completed in 1869. By 
this time Chicago had assumed metropoli- 
tan proportions, and the building was fully 
up to the general architecture of the city. 
It was a white building, four stories 
in height, and until its destruction in 
the great fire on Oct. 9, 1871, was a 
source’ of much pride to the managers 
and employés. The building was. .con- 
sidered fireproof, according to the methods 
of fireproof construction thirty years ago, 
+ but it crumbled under the awful heat when 
the business section of the city was burned. 

Tuy TRIBUNE them moved to the West 
Side, securing quarters at 11 and 13 Canal 
street. There it remained while the busi- 
ness district was being rebuilt. This was 
the fifth building on the list. . 

The sixth building is the one now occupled 
by the paper. It was completed in 1873, 
and, like its predecessor on the same site, 
this building was in the van of the archi- 
tectural progress of the city. It was made 
fireproof beyond a doubt. For twenty-eight 
years THE TRIBUNE has been sent out every 
morning from {t. No building erected im- 
mediately after the fire was more substan- 
tially constructed, and the wreckers will 
have no easy task in razingit. This building 
is five stories in height. Its successor, like 
the first building erected. on the lot, will 
have but four. 

The vestibule enriched with Carrara mar- 
ble and statuary bronze leads to the main 
corridor. It is two stories in height. The 
walls, ceilings, and stairs are of polished 

.Carrara marble, snow-white and delicately 
molded and carved. In the second story are 
raassive marble columns, supporting arches. 
In the center of each arch will -be placed 
bronze busts of the famoys men who have 
brought printing and newsgathering to its 
highest development. Here, also, in this 
corridor, occypying a prominent position, will 
be placed a bust of Joseph Medill, now being 
made by the celebrated sculptor, Augustus 
St. .Gaudens.

door through the counting-room. Like the 
elevators in the Illinois Trust and Savings 
Bank, the elevators will run simply between 
the first and second floors, the landing place 
on the second floor looking like a wide bal- 
cony in the white marble corridor, with its 
thirty-five feet of ceiling. 

The elevators to the third and fourth floors 
will run at the end of an entrance from Mad- 
ison street, connected with, but distinct 
from, the counting-room. These elevators 
will have no doors at the second floor, and 
will be used exclusively to reach the rooms 
of THE TRIBUNE on the floors. above. 

Quarters for newsboys are not such an 
important feature for a morning paper as for 
those issued during the day, as but few boys 
obtain papers at the office, most of them be- 
ing supplied by wagons to stations in every 
part of the city.

Presses, Stereotypers, Boilers 
+ and Mailing Force. 


of the bullding 
has been given great- 
er study to make it 
meet the exacting re- 
quirements of a mod- 
ern newspaper than 
the basement, below 
the grade ofthe 
street. There the 
presses, stereotype- 
room, mailing de- 
partment, boilers, 
engines, the electric 
plant, paper storage, 
and elevator machin- 
ery are located. A 
good part of the 
basement is really 
two stories deep. A wide gallery covers 
the main floor, excepting the space reserved 
for the presses. The presses, eight in num- 
ber, will occupy & room running the entire 
length of the building on the Dearborn street 
side, and extending under the sidewalk to 
the lot line. This room has a ceiling of 
eighteen feet in the clear. Underneath itisa 
subbasement, where all the motors to the 
presses are placed. The south part of the 
pressroom is devoted to paper storage. A 
trolley line runs from the storage part to 
each of the presses for the carrying of the 
huge rolls of paper, weighing some: 1,500 
pounds each, directly to the point where they 
are to be used. Additional space for paper 
storage is also given under the sidewalk. 

The stereotype-room is next to the press- 
room, on the Madison street side. Back of 
the stereotpye-room are the boilers and vari- 
ous other machinery. Near the southeast 
corner of the building is a paper hoist, where 
paper will be received from wagons; a large 
washroom, with shower baths; and, opening 
out on to the alley, a patent ash carrier, by 
which ashes are run directly from the boiler 
to wagons in the alley.

On the same 
level as the mailing balcony is the visitors’ 
balcony, which commands a complete view 
of the presses on the one side, and, through 
large plate-glass, an equally comprehensive 
view of the work in the stereotype-room. 
The machinery-room occupies the remaining 
space on the balcony floor, between the stere- 
otype-room and the alley on the east Bide of 
the property. 
_At the southeast corner of the building on 
the balcony floor is the room for newsboys, 
washrooms with shower baths and other ap- 
pliances for the comfort of the employés. 
The coal bunkers are located next to this. 
froating on the north and south alley, witha 
storage capacity of 150 tons. This brings the 
coal directly over the boilers on the main 
floor underneath. It is intended, however, to 
use natural gas under the boilers, except in 
cases of emergency. : 


BASEMENT DIFICULT PROBLEM. 

In making -the plans for therbasement the 
architects had a much more difficult prob- 
Iem to work out than ts usual] with the mod- 
ern office building. The foundations must 
be heavy enough to’ carry a sixteen-story 
building, and yet such foundations if put in 
in the ordinary way would cover too much 
space. It was essential that the foundations 
for the presses should be wholly distinct 
from the foundations for the building, else 
the vibration of the machinery would be 
communicated to all the rest of the structure 
through the steel construction. So the sys- 
tem of foundations known as caissons was 
adopted. These consist of wells six feet in 
diameter, sunk down through the soft cizy 
. which underlies this portion of the city to the 
hard stratum that overlies the rock. This 
hard stratum is met about seventy feet be- 
low grade. As each of the wells is complete: 
it is to be filled with Portlag#d cement and 
concrete. At the top of the concrete will b2 
set cast iron base plates of the columns sur- 
porting the superstructure. This so limits 
the space taken up-by the foundations of 
the building that the foundation of the 
presses*will be entirely distinct. No vibr:.- 
tion whatever will be communicated to t! . 
steel construction with all the presses ru:.- 
ning at full speed at the same time, wie 

As the new pressroom will be about fiftec: 
feet below the present basement fidor the 
first undertaking will be to carry the sout. 
wall of the present Tribune Building dow:: 
to the new level and the shoring up of the 
presses along this wall, so that they can be 
kept running continuously. 

Heavy stone retaining walls will prevent 
the earth coming into this deep basement. 
The floor of the basement will be on various 
levels, which in itself is a new departure in 
this city. The floors in the basement being 
from three to fifteen feet below the lake level 
a special care must be used to make all parts 
water tight, and to effect this complete sub- 
drainage and pumps are provided to avoid 
any possibility_.of flooding. 

Beyond question the ‘subbasement will 
mark a new era in the construction of bulld- 
ings of this class in Chicago. It will be dug 
out below the basement proper and covered 
with a steel floor, with convenient open- 
ings. All the pipes, ‘the motors for the 

to getting 
this machinery out of the way the plan of 
a subbasement will be most useful in keep- 
ing the press and stereotyping rooms free 
from dirt. It will make it easy to get ‘at 
the pipeg without tearing up any floors, and 
in many other ways will prove of the utmost 
convenience. Being kept perfectly dry and 
well ventilated, the objections that have 
hitherto stood in the way of such construc- 
tion in Chicago will be fully met. This sub- 
basement is certainly but the forerunner of 
many others in down-town buildings. 


ABOVE AND BELOW PRESSES. . 

With a ceiling of eighteen feet in the quar- 
ters given the presses, there is ample room 
above them, however high in the future 
further improvements in the modern press 
may make the machines. With the sub- 
basement there will also be ample room be- 
iow and around the machines. The complete 
system of ventilation to be used at all times 
provides plenty of air for the men Operating 
the presses. In respect to room, particularly ~ 
in the height of ceiling, it is said that the 
pressroom of the new building will have 
hardly an equal in all newspaperdom. Low 
basements, planned before the introduction 
of the great modern octuple presses stand- 
ing fifteen feet high, are the bane of most 
newspaper offices. 

The stereotype room will also havea ceiling 
of eighteen feet, and, like the pressroom, will 
be thoroughly ventilated. 


BOILERS BELOW SIDEWALK. 

The boilers are located in the deepest por- 
tion of the basement, nearly thirty feet below 
the sidewAlk level. The object is to arrangs 
the coal bunkers above the boilers. In tho . 
boiler-room will be placed two boilers each 
of 400 horse-power} and one of 600 horse- 
power, giving in all 1,400 horse-power for 
the operation of the great printing plan 
These boilers will be of the horizontal wat 
tube type, for economy of space and oper- 
ation, and will be built to withstand 25. 
pounds pressure to the squareinch. Undes 
each boiler will be placed a chain grate.

Another set of fans will draw 
out of the rooms and discharge It outside 
the building. 

No class of men on a newspaper suffer more 
from heat in warm weather than those work- 
ing in the stereotpye and machinery rooms, 
By this method of chilling the air going to 
these rooms in summer it is expected their 
temperature will be reduced to a normal 
state, and all the inconveniences from work- 
ing in superheated rooms will be overcome. 
While the air supplied to the offices above 
may be chilled in the same way, all of the 
appliances being there, it is not likely that 
it will be done much of the time. 

A vast quantity of air must be handled to 
effect the results desired. In some rooms 
there is an entire change of air every three 
or four minutes. In others the change will be 
effected in from twelve to fifteen minutes, 
the difference depending upon the size of the 
rooms and the number of people working in 


them.

| Chicago Has Fattest “Police in the World. | 


1OMPUTATIONS made by Chief 
of Police Kipley have convinced 
him that he has the largest ag- 
gregation of fat policemen in 
the world. Though the Civil 
Service commission in passing 
on ** eligibles ’’ for the force at- 
tempts to regulate the corpu- 


their jobs so conducive to good health that 
they have become excessively obese, and the 
Chief has begun to wonder if the prevalence 
of crime has something to do with the fact. 
He thinks perhaps the growing bulkiness of 
the Officers may interfere with their agility 
in getting after fugitive holdup men, 

A majority of the members of the force, in- 
cluding officers, have grown in weight much 
beyond the maximum limit set down in the 

physical test” of the civil service exam- 
ination. Accerding to the test, as shown by 
its gradations in heights and minimum and 
maximum measurements, the average 
weight of the 2,843 men on the police pay- 


the average is found to be 210 pounds. Some 
of the men are more in excess than others, 
but hypothetically Chicago is protected by 
policemén who are interfered with in the dis- 
charge of their duties by a large quantity of 
superfiuous flesh. 

Af the entire police force, including the De- 
tective department officers, Chief and all, 
were put into one big pair of scales the in- 
dicator would register the aggregate weight 
to be 506,901 pounds.

one ton of policemen in a wagon, 298 one-ton 
coal wagons to haul the ferce. If the com- 
bined weight were applied to a lever two 
blocks long the force would be almost suf- 
ficient to life the Masonic Temple off its 
foundations. If all the policemen could be 
hauled in one elevated ear the weight would 
cause the steel works supporting the tracks 
to bulge out like staves on a barrel. 

But Chief Kipley has found more practical 
information in the computations. If, as 
shown by the estimates, the average police- 
man is far too corpulent, the Chief believes 
that the men may have to be subjected to 
more strenuous exercise. That walking does 
not reduce flesh is shown by the condition of 
the policemen themselves. On the basis that 
each man Is twenty-eight pounds too fat the 
2,843 employés of the department weigh, col- 
pounds too much. 

‘Preventing policemen from getting too 
fat for good service is one of the serious 
problems with which a Chief of Police has to 
deal,” said Chief Kipley. .“ Only recently I 
noticed that the Police Commissioners of 
Jersey City, N. J., decided that their patrol- 
men were too heavy for efficiency. The com- 
missioners had discussed the idea of lowering . 
the maximum weight of applicants for office, 
for sometime, but could never bring them- 
selves to take action until one day they 
were given a practical demonstration of the: 
necessity of lean officers. Several of the com- 
missioners were standing on a street corner 
one day when a fugitive thief rushed through 
the crowd pursued by a policeman. The of- 
ficer was a hugh, bulky fellow and was puff- 
ing like a steam engine. When he got half 
way down the block he fell exhaustion. 


At the next meeting of the board strict orders 
were issued to the police employés to reduce 
their weight by exercise, and the maximum 
weight for ‘eligibles’ was greatly reduced. 

“There are many policemen on the Chi- 
cago force who were on before the civil serv- 
ice law went into effect and who, there- 
fore, were not subjected to the ‘ physical 
test.’ I understand some of these men have 
grown in weight much beyond the maximums 
in the test. It is these men whoincrease the 
average weight. 

“Of course, a policeman who is too fat 
for duty is an obstacle to the prevention 
of crime. He is put in a place where a 
lean man probably’ could do better work. 
Whether or not the duties of a policeman 
tend to increase his weight I do not know, 
but it is fact that the policemen in every 
city of the country weigh more than they 
ought to. Some of the men acquire their 
extra weight by overexercise in the gym- 
nasium—that is, they get an oversupply of 
muscular tissue. A policeman who is as 
solid as a stone wall is of much use some- 
times. On the whole, I think thé physica] 
condition of the men on the Chicago police 
force is as good as that of any force in the 
country.”’ 

Candidates for positions on the police force 
are subjected to weight limitations accord- 
ing to their height. Nine heights aro speci- 
fied and a man of any of these heights may 
pass the test if he comes within a fixed mini- 
mum and maximum weight.

Macaulay describes the ravages of this diseasé at the close of the seven- 


_ teenth century, before the advent of vaccination: “ Smallpox was always 


present, filling the church yards with corpses, leaving ‘on those whose 
lives it spared the hideous traces of its power, turning the babe. into a 
changeling at which the mother shuddered, and making the eyes and 
cheeks of the betrothed maiden objects of horror to the lover.” How 
vaccination has changed this picture most every one knows well. 

The general mass of the people see so little of the ravages and effects 
of this disease, unless it happens to enter their own household, that they 
do not realize its horrors. They are so little acquainted with the infinite 
number of avenues of contagion that they do not fear half as much as 
they should that they themselves may take the disease, and until it is 
brought near at home to them they fail to take advantage of the immunity 
from this disease that vaccination confers,

As 
Romeo puts it, he will have nothing to do with philosophy unless philosophy 
can make him a Juliet. That, of course, is all very well, all delightful, in the 
halcyon days of courtship—presuming that men of genius do court—but it 
is quite a different matter when the little cares and worries of domestic 
life begin to be felt, and the man of genius discovers that he has not married 
an angel. Then, like Burns, he may spend his evenings out; or, like Shaks- 
peare, take himself off entirely, leaving the erstwhile angel to shift.

"fess speculation. The researches in the fields of biology and physiology 
yhave shown how difficult it is to exactly determine the line of demarcation 
‘between the lowest living organisms of the animal kingdom and certain 


types of vegetable organisms. They have also proven a surprising analogy 
between the structure and functions of animal organisms and those of vege- 
table organisms. It was found that the same mechanical, physical, and 
chemical principles govern alike the growth and development of the animal 


‘and the plant, and eventually lead to their decay and transformation; but 


the secret of life itself and of its various changes and manifestations re- 
mained a sealed book. The first ray of light came from the crucibles of 
chemistry. The ingenious gas theory of Clausius was the first important

The formation of crystals is oye of the most instructive 
illustrations of that theory. Each molecule chooses, so to speak, its neigh- 
bors, and they arrange themselves according to certain mathematical rules 
of wonderful regularity, provided no disturbing influence interferes. Under 
certain conditions of crystallization the molecules arrange themselves in 
such manner as to form infinitesimally small tubes or fistella, which extend 
by absorbing water and contract by losing it. Countless crystal tubes of 
that character may be formed in such manner as to form a membrane which 
is capable of expansion and contraction. The fistellz will permit molecules 
of a certain size or arrangement to pass through them, while they will not 
permit the passage of others. A membrane composed of fistelle will thus 
possess the faculty to absorb certain substances and t6 refuse others. The 
cell which is supposed to be th unit of every living organism, represents. 
a higher stage in the development of molecular organizations. There seems 
to be no reason why the simple mechanical and chemital principles gov- 
erning the primitive life of the fistella should not be sufficient to explain the 
various phases in the existence of the cell, which is but little less primitive 
in its structure than the fistella.

Liberty and Organization. 


HEN I speak of the liberty of the masses I do not pre- 
sume to be able to abolish the natural influence which 
individuals or groups of individuals exert upon each 
other. What I want to achieve is the abolition of ar- 
tificial influences, which are privileged, legalized, and 
official. Under present conditions the destiny of man- 
kind certainly depends ujon a. relatively small num- 
ber of individuals, while the masses are oppressed by 
misery, brutalized by superstition, and sunk in degen- 
eration. Hence it is impossible that these masses 

should rise in a moment to the height of wrderstanding their duty, or even to 

the possibility of regulating their own activity in such a manner as to be 
productive of the greatest good. But the fact that the ruling and guiding 
powers nowadays active in society belong to but few is no reason to restrict 
these powers still more, and to place the many in the guardianship of the 
few. No more is there any reason to form human society in such a manner 
that the most active forces, the greatest talents finally will be outside of gov- 
ernment, and will be deprived of all influence upon social life. Whatever 
takes place today is a consequence of idleness, favored by secure positions, of 
the descendibility of protection, and of the whole mechanism of government. 


Those government officials who, after they relinquished their original social ' 


positions, are solely concerned in the maintenance of their power, lose all 
ability to act free; and they become an obstacle to the free activity of others. 

If this negative activity, representing the government, is abolished so- 
ciety will become what it can be with the forces and capacities on hand. 
Cultured people desirous of disseminating culture will organize the schools, 
and will endeavor to achievethe usefulness and enjoyment which are the re-. 
sult of attained education. If there are no such people, or but few of them, 
government certainly cannot produce them, All that government can do, 
and, in fact, does, is to takethese few out of practical and productive work 
in the sphere of education and to employ them in order to guide what can only 
be executed with the aid of a system of police. In this manner intelligent 
and eager teachers become mere politicians, who degenerate into useless 
parasites, wholly imbued with the desire to introduce their own fixed ideas 
and to remain in office. Thus the new society will make use of physicians, 


what is commonly called charity taken by itself. Nay; all the labor that 
can be bestowed on it, as we know full well by dire experience, will not suffice 
to set the evil right. We know, every student of the matter knows, that if 
the masses are to be permanently benefited it is their moral elevation that 
must be sought; that they must be raised to a higher and a nobler standard 
of life; that they must learn to understand, not the bearing witb privations 
merely, and the sulky submission to the evils that come upon them, but 
they must understand what is meant by true self-denial and a nobler life. 

And we who are to teach them this seem often to fancy that this can be 
taught by labor, by the sacrifice of money, by bestowing on them something to 
meet the present needs; and wesee not that the beginning, if we are to bless 
them, is to find a higher moral standard in ourselves, and that if we desire, in- 
deed, that they shall be lifted up, we must begin by ourselves rising above our- 
selves, learning what there is lacking in us, understanding what it is that our 
spiritual nature wants, seeking ever and ever more entire devotion to the 
Lord, looking closely to see that what we do for our fellow-men is not in- 
dulgence of mere feeling, that it is the outcome of a spirit that is sanctifying 
itself by turning ever upward to look to the Lord’s example. 

It is only by beginning within, and by seeking to be what he was, that itis 
possible for us to do his holy work; and those who desire to be a blessing to

SARAH BERNHARDT 
“i often has been confronted by 
Chicago audiences, and M. 
Constant Coquelin has been 
seen here once before, but un- 
til this time they never have 
appeared as-joint stars. The 
Ls : engagement to begin at the 
lilinois Theater tomorrow night will be nota- 
ble in still another sense than for the double 
‘presence of the foremost French speaking 
actress and the best known French comedian. 
The play in which they will reintroduce them- 
vag will share interest with their personal- 
ties. 

That this is the case they owe to the success 
of M. Edmond Rostand’s earlier master- 
piece, “‘ Cyrano de Bergerac,”’ which itself is 
to be played by them before they depart. It 
is known in advance that “ L’ Aiglon ’’—his- 
tory of a weakling—Is quite a different kind 
of play than the romantic epic, or ‘* heroic 
comedy,’’ as M. Rostand himself styled it, 
“Cyrano de Bergerac.” It is even given 
the reading public to know beforehand how 
much it differs and what it is like, for 
“L’Aigion,” both the French original and 
Mr. Louis N. Parker’s translation, now has 
a printed existence. . 

The play was produced at Mme. Bern- 
hardt’s Paris theatef on March 15, 1900, and 
was played there until the present American 
tour was begun. It is written in verse and 
is in six acts. The time of its action is the 
year 1830, when the lad who began life as the 
King of Rome and prospective Emperor of 
France was declared of age by his maternal 
gtandfather, the Emperor Francis of Aus- 
tria, and was given the title of Duke of Reich- 
stadt. This is a historical fact, but the in- 
cidents which M. Rostand weaves into the 
boy’s life between that time and his death are 
largely fictional, though there was a plot 
about that time to kidnap him and to place 
him on a French throne. 

As the dramatist depicts him he has spirit 
‘which would be noble did it possess strength. 
But the virile quality is lacking, partly, it de- 
velops, because of the subtle but determined 
purpose of the diplomat, Metternich, to check 
its growth. The boy is imaginative, vacillat- 
ing, and morbid. 

The play opens at Schéngrunn and the 
first act shows how the Duke becomes aware 
a conspiracy has been made to free him 
from his half-prison. The message is 
brought by his cousin, Napoleone, Countess 
Camerata, who enters the palace as a 
Parisian milliner. He is willing in spirit 
to lead the uprising, but thinks he needs 
another year of study. To prove to the 
Countess, however, his fitness for trust 
und to show how he has outwitted instruct- 
ors who have been trying to teach him 
European history with his father’s deeds 
left out, he bids her wait and hear him re- 
cite his history lesson. In her presence 
he astounds his masters by telling them 
they have taught hjm falsehoods, and by re- 
counting the friumphs of Napoleon over 
the Austrians. 

The act ends with the disclosure of the 
means by which he is learning history 
aright. Fanny Elssler, the dancer, whom 
history records as his mistress, is, shown 
as using that name in order to get the op- 
portunity to teach him the story of his coun- 
try and his father. 

In the second act Flambeau, Grenadier 


of the Old Guard, and masking spy, enters 


into the action. The, Duke has been in- 
structed in military tactics by the use of 
miniature soldiers, painted as Austrian 
troops. Though surrounded by spies and 
police officers the Duke dares to tell his 
true sentiments to Prokesch, the friendly 
officer who teaches him the art of soldiery, 
and to Marshal Marmont, who comes to 
see the son of the man he helped betray and 
now mourns. In the presence of the two 
the box of soldiers is opened and found to 
contain French infantrymen. When Mar- 
jnont in his emotion promises allegiance 
to the young Napoleon, 4 valet, who Has 
entered, speaks up.; It is Flambeau, who 
tells his identity and recites how, asa pre- 
tended spy, he has watched over his Em- 
peror’s son. It is he who painted the sol- 
diers. Metternich interrupts the scene, but 
mot in a way to do the new-formed plot any 
harm. 

The Duke, however, wishes to try request 
before flight, and he pleads with his grand- 
father in the third act to restore him to 
France.

‘The mummer is Flambeau, and to Metter- 
nich the illusion is’real. Napoleon once did 
sleep in the chamber; his old three-corner 
hat Hes now on the table. 

The Duke's entrance spoils the game, but 
Flambeau escapes the summoned guards by 
leaping through a window. Left with the 
Duke, Metternich takes him before a mirror 
and bids him, by the sight of his own form, 
realize how little of the ruler there is in his 
slight body, his narrow shoulders, his dream- 
er’s face. Despite the shock, the Eaglet does 
not succumb, but throws the candelabra in 
his hand through the condemning glass. 

In the fourth act the Duke escapes while 
evening festivities are in progress in the 
park, and, with Flambeau, goes to the ren- 
dezvyous, the battlefield of Wagram. His cou- 
sin, the Countess Camerata, in clothes like 
his, remains behind to counterfeit him and 
to keep a love-tryst for him. It is the latter, 
made early in the evening, in a wavering 
moment when he had concluded‘to turn his 
back on plots and live for joy, that leads to 
disaster. Not only the woman who loves 
him, but her brother, seeks the hunting- 
lodge, and too early the disguise of the sup- 
poged Duke is penetrated and pursuit of the 
real one begun. 

On the plain of Wagram the conspirators 
@re arrested—all save the Duke and Flam- 
‘beau, for the latter stabs himself, andthe 
former is left alone with his dying follower. 
There the two, the one in the vision of 

“memory, the other in a picture conjured by 
mad imagination, see the battle fought again, 


bear the wounded cry and the victors charge. . 


There at dawn the frenzied Duke is found 
by the side of a dead man. 

The sixth and last act contains the death 
scene of the broken-hearted Duke, showing 
him surrounded by weeping women and 2 
gorrowing court. As he is dying he bids the 
account of his own baptism be read, and with 
the last grandiloquent word his spirit passes. 

This synopsis seems needed, since the play 
is to be performed in a foreign language. 

M. Coquelin will play the role of Flam- 
beau. which is said to have been written 
for him, though he made his first appear- 
ance in it in New York a few weeks ago. 

The two players will be seen in every play 
of the fortnight. When M. Coquelin has his 
best chance, the beginning of next week, in 
* Cyrano de Bergerac,’’ Mme. Bernhardt will 
play Roxane; in “‘ La Tosca”’ the actor will 
appear as Baron Scarpia, and in “ Camille ”’ 
as the elder Duval.

The New York Musical Courter coptains 


the following paragraph: 


A project is on foot for the establishment of a 


permanent opera scheme in New Orleans to replace 


the present moss grown affair and to share the 


performances with Chicago, giving about thirteen 


weeks of opera in the former city and eight weeks 
in Chicago. It is to be ensemble work, no star 


system, no salaries that destroy the earning capa- 


cities of our native musicians, and a large orches- 
tra and full chorus. A conference took place with 
Mr. Grau here this week to enlist him in the work 
in some form or other. 


Does this mean opera in English? No. 


This project has been on foot for several 


months, and as yet is in nebulous state. 
Enough of it is known, however, to enable 
one to state with positiveness that the plan 
contemplates the giving of opera not in the 
vernacular, but in the language in which 
the librettist wrote the text. This means 
French, Italian, German—everything other 
than English. The undertaking, inasmuch 
as it plans the abandonment of the star sys- 
tem, merits approval, but it is to be regret- 
ted that the originators and supporters of 
the scheme did not go farther and decide to 
take at once the step that sooner or later 
must be taken—the establishing of opera in 
English. If a polyglot company be desired, 
then none better can be found than Mr. 
Grau has this season in New York. One 
may not approve of the system on which Mr. 
Grau’s company is formed and run, and one 
need not be blind to the deadening influence 


such an organization exerts upon the mu-— 


sical life of the city in which it exists, and 
yet one cannot deny that Mr. Grau has 
brought tegether at the Metropolitan this 
season a combination of great talents, the 
equal of which is not to be found anywhere 
else on the globe. If we are not to have 
opera in English, would it not be as well to 
make our peace with Mr. Grau, and thus 
when accepting the foreigners get the best 
that is’ to be! had rather than content our- 
selves with a less superior grade of talent? 

It is so unusual that it is Worthy of note 
to find a critic so essentially modern in every 
musical taste as is Philip Hale, having a 
good word to say for the music of “ Travi- 
ata.”” The Boston critic in a recent review 
of the week of opera given at the Hub by 
the Sembrich company expressed himself 
ve the following good-natured, sensible fash- 
on: 

I purposed last week to write an elaborate de- 
fense of *‘La Traviata’’—but what would be 
the use?

All the people in opera do extraordinary, 
incredible things. Why single out poor Vio- 
letta and Mimi? ~One critic in New York objected 
strenuously to ‘**‘ La Bohéme’”’ because the stu- 
dents when they were hard up did not go out and

_ NO. L—EDWARD S. ISHAM. 


ENGLAND'S representation 
in Chicago numbers members of 
the Isham family in prominent 
way, professionally and socially. 
Edward Swift Isham, from the 

a Green Mountain district of Ver- 

| mont, is one of these. For forty 
=a years he has been a resident of 
Chicago, and the jaw firm of which heisa 
member ie perhaps the oldest in the Wesgern 
metropolis... 

Mr. Isham is descended from one of the 
oidest colonial families, his English ances- 
tors coming to America from Northampton- 
shire. His grandfather was John Isham of 
Barnstable, Mass. His father was Pierpont 
Isham, Justice of the Supreme Court of Ver- 
mont, who died in New York in 1872. 

Edward Swift Isham is the oldest son of 
Pierpont Isham. He was born on Jan. 15, 
1836, at Bennington, Vt., and spent his child- 
hood in the historic Taghonic Valley, with 
its settings of green hills and its associations 
with Ethan Allen, Seth Warner, and Re- 
member Baker. His people were there when 
the old Council of Safety was a vital thing 
and when the Green Mountain Boys made 
place for themselves in history. 
He was not the rugged child of the hills. 
He spent two years In New York and in 1850 
he went South in search of health. In 1850- 
1851 he was in South Carolina, where he was 
brought in contact with slavery and slavery 
sentiment and where he saw the shadow of 
the great national storm that was impend- 
ing. He returned North in 1852 and entered 
Lawrence Academy at Groton, Mass., where 
he completed preparation for college. 
He entered Williams College in 1853 and 


‘was graduated in 1857. Three years later he 
“was solicited by the faculty to deliver a mas- 


ter’s oration to the graduating class. 
Leaving school, Mr. Isham first studied law 
in his father’s office in Rutland and after- 
ward entered the law school at Harvard Uni- 
versity. He was admitted. to the bar in 
Rutland in 1858. 

At:that time the great West was the goal 
of the ambitious Yankee youths. Young 
Isham started, a little in doubt as to whether 
he should go to St. Louis or to St. Paul. He 
had not decided, when on Oct. 25, 1858, he ar- 
rived in Chicago. This city proved to be 


' a pleasant surprise to the young lawyer. His 


health still was a matter of consideration, 
but he decided to risk the lake winds and 
entered the law offices of Hoyne, Miller & 
Lewis. He remained there only a short 
time, forming a partnership with James L. 
Stark of Vermont in 1859 uncer the firm 
name of. Stark & Isham. This business 
was continued until Mr. Stark’s withdrawal 
in 1861. 
In 1864 Mr. Isham was elected to the State 
Legislature, a position not at all in keeping 
with his tastes, though he served the full 


‘term, during which he was a member of the 


Judiciary committee. 

In 1865 he went to Europe, spending two 
years there in travel. His law practice 
had been taken care of in the meantime 
and was growing. The great fire came soon 
afterward. Then in February, 1872, he en- 
tered into partnership with Robert T. Lin- 
coln under the firm title of Isham & Lincoln. 


has not been disturbed, save as a new name 
has been added to it, and, save for the ad- 
dition, the law-firm title is perhaps the old- 
est in Chicago. The office of this firm in 
1872 was in a new buiiding, which stood 
almost at the spot where the entrance to 
the Auditorium Theater is now. At that 
time Mr. Isham’s home was in Wabash ave- 
nue, near Twelfth street. To the law firm 
of Isham & Lincoln the name of William 
G. Beale was added in 1889, since which 
time the firm title has been Isham, Lincoln 
& Beale. 

As a lawyer, most of Mr. Isham’s practice 


That partnership of nearly twenty-nine years . 


has been in the United States courts and 
many of his cases have been in courts outside 
of the State. One of the most interesting of 
.his cases was that which grew out of the 
great railroad strike of 1886. In this, for the 
first time, the injunction of the United States 
courts was used as a measure against the 
strikers. The Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern to New York had been interfered 
with in all except its mailtrains. Mr. Isham 
took the ground that interference with 
freight and passenger traffic between the 


States made authority for the United States. 


courtsin the premises. The case came before 
Judge Gresham in the United States Circuit 
Court in Indianapolis and an injunction was 
issued. 

When Chicago was reincorporated under a 
general State law in 1875 Mayor Colvin and 
his friends claimed that by its provisions the 
Mayor of the city was entitled to a two-year 
extension of office. A Citizens’ association 
insisted on a special election for a successor. 
The case was taken to the Supreme Court. 
Mr. Isham and the presnt Chief Justicé of 
the United States Supreme Court argued for 
the citizens for a writ of mandamus com- 
pelling an election. There was one vacancy 
on the bench at the time and the vote of the 
Judges Was a tie, making a decision impossi- 
ble. However, soon afterward, the special 
election was called in Chicago, as the Citl- 
zens’ association had contended should be 
done. 

Another notable case was that of the Wal- 
ter L. Newberry estate, disposing of nearly 
$3,000,000 and making provision for the New- 
berry Library. Contest of. the distant heirs 
began in 1877 and the suits were not decided 
against them in the Supreme Court until 
1883. Mr. Newberry had died at sea on Nov. 


8, .1868. 
Still another case, one of the most notable 
in the country, is that of the life insurance 
companies against Hillmon, which has been 
tried six times and in which.Mr. Isham may 
have to appear again on appeal in the United 


States Circuit Court at St. Louls. 


As a lawyer Mr. Isham isclear cut, logical, 
and judicial, speaking as becomes the scholar. 
He has marked literary abilities. One of his 
noteworthy papers appears in the Encyclo- 
pedia of Political Science under the title of 
* Social and Economic Relations of Corpora- 
tions.’’ For the New York Historical society 
he wrote a paper, ‘“‘ Frontenac and Miles 
Standish in the Northwest.”’ In 1898 he read 
a& paper before the Vermont Historical so- 
ciety in the House of Representatives at 
Montpelier entitled ‘‘ Ethan Allen; a Study of 
Civic Authority.’””’ Mr. Isham is a member 
of the Chicago Historical society. 

Mr. Isham since 1890 has lived in the house 
which he built at the corner of Chicago ave- 
nue and Tower place. He is a member of 
many clubs, chief of which are the Union, 
University, and Harvard clubs in New York, 
and the Chicago, Calumet, Union, Literary, 
Washington Park, and Saddle and Cycle 
clubs in Chicago. 


In 1861 Mr. Isham was married to Miss 
Fannie Burch, daughter of the Hon. Tr6mas 
Burch of Little Falls, Herkimer County, N. 
Y. They have four children, two of them 
boys and two girls. Pierpont, the eldest son, 
was graduated from the United States Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point in 1887 and was 
at Fort Riley with the Seventh Cavalry and 
afterward with the Third Cavairy at San 
Antonio, Tex. He resigned from the service 
finally and is now practicing law. Edward 
S. Isham Jr. was graduated from Yale in 
1891 and is in the business of manufacturing 
electrical machinery in New York. 

Mr. Isham is energetic and active, and of 
the nervous, artistic temperament. He is 
easily approachable and sympathetic and the 
stranger is impressed with his scholarly 
bearing. W#liams College conferred the de- 
gree of LL. D. upon him in 1892.

The Queen’s father, who only married the 
now widowed Queen Emma towards the end 
of his ill-spent life, lived on the worst of 
terms with his first wife, Princess Sophie of 
Wutrtemberg. Indeed, they separated after 
the birth of their third child, born in 1851, 
and never lived under the same again 
until the death of Queen Sophia, nearly 
thirty years . His father, King 
William II., was no happier with his half 
crazy Russian wife, the Grandduchess Ann 
of Russia, sister of Emperor Nicholas L.; 
while the wife of King, William L, Princess 
Wilhelmina of Prussia, dled of a broken 
heart and of neglect, whereupon her hus- 
band hastened to contract a morganatic al- 
liance with his favorite, the Countess Hen- 
rietta d’Oultremont, member of a noble Bel- 
gian family’ that remains to this day cele- 
brated for the beauty of its women and for 
the stalwart comeliness of its men, one of 
whom is Grand Marshal and Chief of the 
Household to King Leopold. Then there is 
Princess Marianne of the Netherlands, who 
was divorced by her husband, the late Prince 


Albert of Prussia, who objected to her in- - 


fatuation for her chamberlain, Herr van 
Rossum, whom she subsequently married. 
In fact, marriages that have turned out well 
have been so few and far between in the 
reigning. house of Orange that Queen Wilhel- 
mina cannot be blamed for providing for the 
eventuality of her union to Duke Henry cul- 
minating in a divorce. 


I would merely add that neither in the 
marriage contract of Queen Victoria to 
Prince Albert of Saxe-Coburg nor in any 
other royal matrimonial agreement in the 
past have there been any such provisions, 
and, therefore, the appearance of these 
clauses in the contract of Queen Wilhelmina 
and the space which they occupy therein 
seem just a bit ominous.

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|PROBLEM o COLOR PHOTOGRAPHY SOLVED. | 


| Camera Takes Three Pictures Which, Combined, Give Result.

FTE of color photography, 
1 which has occupied and puzzled the 
minds of more scientists than the 
search for the redoubtable philos- 
opher’s stone of medieval al- 
chemy, has been practically solved 
by Frederic B. Ives, an American. 

) | He argued that what could not 
be accomplish by a synthetical process 
might perhaps be reached by an analytical 
process. He left the beaten path of purely 
chemical research which had been followed 
by all his predecessors since the time of 
Niepee ge St. Victor and began to experi- 
mént in an entirely new and independent di!- 
zection. By experiments he reached the con- 
clusion that all the colors which the human 


eye perceives 
as mixtures of three elementary colors, red, 
green, and blue-violet, and may be artificial- 
ly reprocuced by combining three negatives 
of the same object, taken through colored 
screens. | 

That his theory was correct he was able tu 
prove as far back as 1888, but it required 
Many years of study and experimenting to 
dévise a practical plan for making the re- 
quired negatives and invent some suitable 
apparatus for reconstructing thé picture in 
its natural colors from its component parts: 
His Kroniskop cameras, his single tens and 
stereoscopic Kromskop, and his Kromskop 
lantern ar,

| 3 Say Catfish Masquerade as Salmon 3 | 


SW YORK markets are already stirred 
up over the report that the uncanny 
looking Mississippi River paddlefish, 
or spoonbill cat is being palmed off as 
as a counterfeit of the genuine Col- 

umbia River salmon. There also has been a 
rumor in Chicago for several weeks that the 
paddle fish are being sold here, and that they 
also are being shipped to Chicago and canned 
here. This report, however, is given practi- 
cally no credence. ‘ 

The trouble over the queer Mississippi fish 
was started in New York sevefal days ago, 
when news came that a Louisiana fish com- 
pany had been incorporated and had asked 
for a permit from the State to seine th® 
paddiefish in the Mississippi River and its 
tributaries. It was not stated that [t was in- 
tended to can the fish as a counterfeit for 
salmon, but suspicion to that effect reached 
the Chicago and New York markets: 

In New York the report was taken seri- 
ously at once. It is said to. be against the 
rules of orthodox Jews to eat catfish, and as 
large quantities of canned salmon are con- 
sumed by the orthodox Jews, the New York 
fish dealers complained at once that their 
sales of canned salmon were faliing off. The 
New York State Fish commission took up 

the matter and turned it over to the United 


States Fish commission, and the question is 
still unsettled. 

Just why so much fuss was mate over the 
harmless paddlefish nobody appears to know, 
except that up to date the fish has had no 
standing. Whether this is due to its having 
no chin, and consequently no decided charac- 
ter, is not known, also. The oldest Missis- 
sippi River fisherman cannot remember ever 
having heard that the spoonbill cat was good 
to eat. There has been a general belief that 
it was too tough to be masticated and so 
everybody has left the fish alone. Cofise- 
quently it has gone on multiplying until the 
Mississippi River and its tributaries swarm 
with it. Some of the old-time spoonbill cats 
are said to be fifteen feet long, with noses 
extending almost a third of their length. 

The paddiefish is as much a sturgeon as a 
catfish, so that eating him need not conflict 
with the laws of the orthodox Hebrews, 
necessarily. It has no scales and practically 
no bones, and except for the fact that it is 
always tough, it is supposed that it would be 
good eating. It is said, however, that in all 
history nobody ever has tried to see what it 
was like as a table fish. Stories are told by 
old Mississippi River fishermen that their 
once tried to masticate paddlefish, but

another at the top 6f the curtain, which was 
down. There were a dozen pieces of scenery 
on either gide, piled in apparent confusion 
against the wall, while huge baskets. filled 
with stage properties, drums, cymbals, and 
the like, were in front, ready to be handed out 
at night. There was a piano, some wooden 
chairs, and a bench or two, but-everything 
looked hopelessly dingy and dirty... 

When I walked in there were a few girls 
seated or standing about in little groups, all 
talking, and at once. Their admirers, clothes. 
and the performance of the night before 
were most of the topics under discussion, 
and all of them were aired with a degree 
of freedom which was most. entertaining. 
More girls, and still more began to come; 
nearly all were pretty and attractive look- 
ing, and most: of them were well dressed. 
There was a great clatter of voices and much 
laughter, and every one seemed in the best 
of spirits. No one paid the least attention 
to me, and all I had to do was to listen to 
what was going on about me and think of the 
ordeal that I was soon to be put through. 
At last a girl, who was seated next to me, 
asked me carelessly if I were going in for 
an Egyptian or a parrot. And when I told 
her I did not know she looked at me most 
compassionately and said: ‘‘ Well, that's 
funny, if you don’t know what you are, why 
don’t you find out?’”” Without waiting for me 
to answer she began a violent argument with 
two or three of her friends as to whether or 
not an invisible net worn over the blond 
locks of one of their members Was or was not 
an eyesore to the audience. Some were for 
and some against it, and the discussion was 
quite heated. 


Precisely at the moment of 12:30 o'clock 
the stage manager walked from his little 
sanctum at the back, nodded a good-morning, 
and seated himself at the plano. He was a 
short, stout man, with a facé like a mask, 
and apparently had neither eyes nor ears. 
for he paid no attention to any one or any- 
thing. He drummed away on the piano for 
five minutes, took a careless look about, and 
played for five minutes more. Then he got 
up and said: 

“Come along, girls, we may as well be- 
gin; take your places.”’ ;

The only an- 
swer to this was a snort of contempt from 
the stage manager, and the observation, ad- 
dressed to the company in general, that 
‘*they were a lazy, good for nothing bunch, 
and that it was really a waste of his good 
time to try and train them.”’ 

While he was talking a trio of pretty girls 
came laughing in through the swinging door, 
and were greeted with—‘‘It is nearly 1 
o'clock, and this rehearsal was called for 
half-past 12. What's the matter with you 
girls, anyway? “Do you think you are here 
to work or only to sit around on account of 
your looks? Don't dare give me that old 
gag about thinking I told you it was half an 
hour later, for I won't have it, and you may 
as well understand it first as last. If you 
would look at the call board occasionally you 
might find out a thing ortwo.

During thie long tirade most of the girls 
had been laughing and chatting, and the 
two latest comers did not seem in any wise 
disturbed, but walked demurely across the 
stage and took up thelr positions with the 
rest. I plucked up courage and ventured to 
ask a pretty, golden-haired blonde standing 
next to me if the girls did not mind being 
scolded in that way. But she assured me 
that the entire thing was a fake on the part 
of the stage manager, and he was only talk- 
Ing against time, so as to give all the girls 
of the chorus time to get there and not be 
obliged to report them. ‘‘ We understand it 
all right,’’ she said, ‘‘ only it does not do to 
let him know we do.”’ 

At this moment the manager began a few 
chords on the plano and the rehearsal was 
on in earnest. To me it was most exciting, 
but the others seemed to regard it with great 
indifference; sang in subdued voices and 
eh just as much as they possibly 
could, 

The stage manager stormed and implored, 
threatened, flattered, and cajoled them, all 
in turn. In one breath he told them he had 
never seen such an awkward squad in his 
life, and in the next said that their time and 
motions were almost perfect. He threatened 
that if they were not more attentive to keep 
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them rehearsing the entire afternoon, and a 
peg Ae later promised if they were good 
girls to let them off in ten minutes.
